THE Messrs. HINDE’S NEW SYSTEM OF IRON AND STEEL 
MAKING—THE QUESTION or tHE AGENCY or NITROGEN 
in CONVERSION—STEEL-MAKING 1n CLEVELAND—No. II: 


S1r,—These are not the times for feeble exhibitions in manufac- 
turing science in England. The continentals are said to be laughing 
atus. To their superior technical acquirements they need only to add 
capital and organisation, in order to annihilate us. And these ad- 
juncts they are rapidly aitaining. French and German both gibe us. 
M. Hippolyte Francois Crapaud declares, with a shrug, that the Bri- 
a 3 tons are not scientific; that M. Dumas is the only living chemist; 
Louis Figuier the only scientific writer; and the Ecole Polytechnique 
the only scientific school of mines, Herr Von Blindbat, after a like 
fashion, but with a grunt, proclaims that out of Fatherland there is 
to be found but little metallurgical science ; and thatin England there 
exists none at all. He affirms Rhadamanthus Percy’s “ Metallurgy” 
to be a misnomer, and that a fitter title for it would be “The Metals 
Cookery Book.” Amidst signs such as these of the existence of a feel- 
ing of supreme contempt for British erudition, there comes forth this 
unlucky scheme of the Messrs, Hindeto impart to this feeling an ad- 
ditional zest. The foreigner may well wonder at this curious mixture 
of credulity and disbelief. It will puzzle him what to make of so 
odd a compound of obsolete science and visionary expedients. That 
a out of such materials, and an exotic inspiration, there ever could 

be expected to emerge the only true and long-sought-for philosophers’ 
a «tone, with which the future descendants at Tubal Cain are at length 
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> #40 be blessed, will seem to him remarkably original. 
r It is to be remembered that these enterprising gentlemen, in herald- | 
ing their own schemes, have hitherto treated all other schemers with | 
but scant consideration or courtesy, For example, they do not simply | 
¥ discuss the merits—as they term them—of the Bessemer system, and | 


ak that out of mere necessity, but they set themselves to work delibe- | 
. rately and gratuitously to find every possible demerit in it. They 
ng exhibit, moreover, a tendency to draw very erroneous and gratuitous, 
ich and for aught they seem to care it might be injurious, conclusions 
la about other people’s work and thinkings: as when they taunt Mr. 
. Robert Mushett with not having been (at the first) aware of the 


value and significance of his speigelisen application, and whereby 
(as the Messrs, Hinde affirm, but Mr, Mushett denies) that gentle- 
man permitted his valuable patent to lapse. Thisis but one instance, 
out of others, of a species of inconsequential reasoning which pervades 
the writings of these philosophers, and shakes one’s faith in the acu- 
men which muy possibly lie hidden in more important parts (if such 
there be) of their voluminous dissertation. 

In the development of their project, the Messrs, Hinde deliver 
seven lorg papers, to which is appended achart. They took up several 
months of the past winter aud spring, and occupied a round dozen 
columns of your Jounal in the work. It seems, therefore, to be a 
| little too badin them to begrudge a solitary Estonian a single column 
and a half, and to express themselves astounded at the audacity of 
such an emanation. The fact is that we at Eston lead lives so dull 
and monotonous that we stand much in need of recreation. Hence 
was it that we hailed with such delight the periodicai advent of those 
papers of the Messrs. Hinde. We Estonians cannot exist on the mere 
memory of the livelier scenes in Jermyn-street. We cannot be for 
ever pondering over that past mysterious condition of things which 
gave us here the vast mineral treasures we tread over and dig into day 
by day. We cannot be listening for ever to the beating of the sea 
on the one hand, and, on the other, to the Babel of sounds that 
reaches us from Clay-lane or Cargo Fleet, or from roaring, seething, 
and flashing Middlesborough. We need a change and a new sensa- 
tion now and then, of acharacter less onerous than all this amounts 
to. For the bringing us such gratifications the Messrs, Hinde’s papers 
proved last winter and spring a veritable godsend. Mr. T.C. Hinde 
must really permit us the indulgence of a little “ nonsense” at times. 
And we can assure him, notwithstanding the impending devastation 
his labours threaten us with, that our guffaws are nearly as hearty 
and boisterous, when the occasion comes, as were those of George the 
Third at all the funnier pointsina pantomime. And I may note, in 
passing, that one of the funny points in Messrs. Hinde’s lucubration 
is that marvellous diagram with which they finish up their work. A 
study of this diagram brings to mind the old nursery tale of the 
Seven-Leagued Boots. We see in it what a stretch of ground all 
other travellers but the Messrs. Hinde themselves must go over to 
> reach the end of the journey. With one short step and a jump these 

felicitous savans get from pig-metal to cast-steel. Poor Bessemer 
and all the Hallamites have, according to this chart, a whole con- 
tinent to travel over, and through which to make most tedious and 
perplexing tours and detours, But the thicket of brambles their own 
one short leap will land them into is not sketched in their map. 

Seeing, then, at how very much these revolutionising adepts aim ; 
the infinite pains they have taken in their enunciations; the utter 
and universal character of the downfall of all besides which they 

) predict ; it becomes a matter of curiosity to ascertain what, since all 
. this loud proclaiming, has befallen, or may appear to be coming, 
as the consequence of a position so impending and momentous. 

One thing, even at first sight, is most apparent—that at this loud 
blowing of ram’s (Hinde’s) horns none of the walls of Jericho, here- 
abouts at least, have*toppled over. Those intractable and hideous 
abortions—tbe blast-furnaces—are springing up, not falling down, 
in all directions, Old ones are having a new breath of life breathed 
into them. New ones are being erected, for example, at Cargo Fleet 

and at Spennymoor (all these under the scientific guidance of Mr. C. 

= J. Dobbs, of Cargo Fleet), and at the latter place a new coal pit is 
being sunk close at hand, out of which the beasts there are in future 
to be fed. Puddling-furnaces are being multiplied, and are fast ripen- 
ing for use (as strawberries are under this August sun) in all direc- 
tions, as at Bishop Auckland, Normanby, and also at Darlington, 
where, as the last week’s Newcastle Chronicle tells us, no less than 50 
are being erected at the Springfield Works, The whole of the exist- 
ing blasts exhibit unmistakable signs of full vitality. Everything else 
that pertains to the iron manufacture is being added to, either in 
numbers or in powers, and all after the old and long-existing fashions. 
It would appear, therefore, that in Cleveland, at least, the result of 
the Messrs. Hinde’s genius and portentious announcements are, so far, 
of altogether a negative kind. 

Oa the same subject I regret also to notice that a body of gentle- 

* men in London, whom Mr, T. C. Hinde himself elevates to the 
rank of being the representatives and exponents of “ modern English 
scientific opinion,” have classed the Messrs. Hinde’s discoveries or 
inveutions among the “ small fry” of modern projects, This I much 
regret, because of the damping influence of disrespect upon even the 
most vaulting genius :—There took place a short time ago (twice re- 
ported in the Mining Journal,on March 6, p. 175, and April 3, p.253) a 
meeting in London of gentlemen constituting the Inventors’ Institute, 
The occasion was the reading of a paper on the past and present posi- 
tion of invention in relation to steel and iron making. The orator 
for the night was Dr, Paul, and his paper consisted of a sensible 
encyclopedian resume of all that had been done from the earliest 
ages down to the very day of meeting. The Messrs. Hinde’s grand 
scheme had, at that time, been some months before the public, yet 
the learned Ph.D. does not condescend to make it the subject of any 
special examination. He applies to it, along with some others, the 
contemptuousepithetof “small fry of inventions,” and, byimplication, 
adjudges it altogether unworthy the notice of such a body of savans. 

It is, however, to be noted that the inspiration of this meeting was, 
in reality, the bolstering-up of the Knowles-Heaton nitrate of soda 
scheme, at that moment very atropbytic or moribund, and since 
passed into a state of (we trust) temporary and not fatal collapse. 
It may be some consolation to the Messrs. Hinde, with their dish of 
“small fry,” to be told that most people exhibit a desire to keep 
beyond reach of either the scent or the hot spluttering of Sir Francis 

Knowles’ and Mr, John Heaton’s monstrous fricassee. 

The problem of getting good iron and good steel out of Cleveland 
materials is not insolveable, but is yet unsolved. We, here, are sadly 
in need of a new dispensation. Our native genius is dead or dor- 
mant, Todraughtson that bank the habitual reply is “no effects.” 
The Messrs, Hinde should come to the North a proselitising, and 


should be no set procession or proclamation ; no marching over ima- 
ginary dead bodies, or flaunting of banners before the battle is won. 
We are prepared to forgive them (as we forgive the Knight of La 
Mancha) for tilting against windmills (blast-furnaces) and at barber’s 
brazen lather-dishes, used as helmets (Knowles’ and Heaton’s flare- 
up nitrate scheme), if only these Messrs. Hinde themselves will make 
but a single sign of genius and magnaminity. 

But a topic infinitely more interesting and important is to be found 
in the contested doctrines relating to the influence and agency of 
nitrogen in the conversion of iron into steel.

THE SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE AND SHROPSHIRE COAL 
FIELDS—No. XI, 
THE HIGHEST COAL FIELD IN ENGLAND, 

Sir,—The Clee Hills present one of the most remarkable illustra- 
tions to be found either in Shropshire or South Staffordshire of the 
effects of denudation upon an extensive scale. The Brown Clee con- 


| sists of two distinct elevations, called the Clee Barf and the Abdon 


Barf—the latter being upwards of 1806 ft. above the level of the 
sea, an altitude nearly 500 ft. greater than that of the Wrekin, It 
is the highest land in Shropshire, and on its top is the highest coal 
field in England. Coupled together at their base, and united half- 
way to the summits, these two elevations resemble the figure “8” in 
appearance, and their bluff outline towering above the plain reminds 
one of an island rising from the Red Sea of Sandstone, dotted here 
and there with cornstone, which surrounds it. On approaching the 
Brown Clee from the little village of Ditton Priors, you pass over 
two such outcrops of curnstone, one of which is 20 ft. in thickness, 
and is in places burnt for lime; also one of conglomerate, and an- 
other of Millstone Grit, above which the coal measurescomein, There 
are usually three seams—the lowest, the Bottom Coal, or Single Vein, 
being about 2 feet thick; the Batty Coal about 12 feet above, and 
the quarter vein, which is separated from the second by about 9 feet 
of clod and shale. The two upper measures at times come to the 
surface, at others one or both are wanting, and each is inferior to the 
lower coal, These differ slightly from the measures of the Titter- 
stone Clee, which are composed of three small tracts, occupying a 
perfectly formed basin. The coals in the largest and most produc- 
tive portion of this field are reached by shafts sunk through a bed of 
hard, lava-like basaltic rock, varying from 20 to 60 yards in thick- 
ness. On the Brown Clee this “ Du,” or “Jew-stone,” as it is called, 
lies in large loose blocks, excepting at the highest, or northern ex- 
tremity of the hill, where it forms a solid unfathomed mass, and 
where probably is to be found the funnel by which it was erupted. 
It resembles the Rowley Rag in appearance, and the large loose 
blocks have evidently been used either to fortify this almost inac- 
cessable hill for military purposes, or by Druidical worshippers, who 
scught out such solitudes as most favourable for the celebration of 
their mystic rites. In some instances, particularly in the Kuowl- 
bury field, the effects produced by these disturbiug igueous forces very 
much resemble those described by the author of the article on the 
Mid-England Coal Field in the Journal of last week, as found in 
Earl Dudley’s pit, worked under the superintendence of Mr, Latham 
—the seams as they approach the intruded matter in some instances, 
being charred, and converted into sooty substances, eifects which, as 
we have said, are more distinctly visible in the workings of the Tit- 
terstone Clee, where much information has been gained by galleries 
and underground workings, driven in search of coals, similar to those 
of the Oakham Pit, but on a smaller scale. 

From time immemorial these minerals have been wrought by means 
of little square saafts, each worked by a windlass. Leland, who de- 
scribes his visit to these hills, says ‘there be blow-shops ”’—small 
furnaces, as we understand them, similar to what the Romans used 
for making iron; and there were iarge heaps of ironstone, when we 
last saw them, left from former operations of the kind, when char- 
coal ceased to be used, in consequence of a cheaper make of iron by 
the introduction of fossil fuel. 

These. little coal fields appear to belong not to the younger group 
of measures which approach them withiu five miles in the direction 
of Bewdley Forest, but to the older series of Shropshire, which stretch 
out like a tongue in that direction at Shirlot, also to those of Glou- 
cestershire and South Wales, of which undoubtedly it is a cast-off 
isolated link. Noone in his senses on looking at these singularly iso- 
lated patches of coal measures could believe that they were originally 
discontinued at their present outcrop, as such a belief on the part 
of those knowing anything of the formation of such measures would 
necessitate the supposition that they were deposited layer after layer 
on a platform, each terminating abruptly at its extreme edge, like a 
wall a thousand feet in height; on the contrary, the most inexpe- 
rienced on looking at the cape-like appearance of the Titterstone, 
and the island-like shape of the Brown Clee, cannot fail to recog- 
nise in these great piles of stratified rocks links of the larger and 
more important coal measures of South Wales, Gloucestershire, 
Shropshire, and South Staffordshire, saved from utter destruction 
by means of protecting rocks, like the conglomerates, the carboni- 
ferous limestone, the cornstones, the flagstones, and the still harder 
basalt, which lies on the surface, No one can doubt that their pre- 
sent position and appearance is due in part to elevation and disrup- 
tion, but chiefly to the action of moving water at one or more pe- 
riods, it may be, of the world’s past history, which cut down and 
carried away many miles of intermediate strata; and the original 
continuity of coal measures over such wide tracts of the Old Red 
Sandstone as now surround them, without exhibiting a trace of those 
which previously covered them, disposes the mind for believing the 
probable destruction of less extensive tracts between the coal fields 
of Shropshire and Staffordshire, even though the evidence in the 
latter cnse may not be so palpable to the senses,

THE CHANNEL PASSAGE, 


Srr,—Permit me to refer to Mr. Stead’s letter on this subject, pub- 
lished in last week’s Journal, That the Tunnel is superior to the 
Bridge is now an acknowledged fact amongst the most scientific en- 
gineers. Mr. Stead, in attempting to correct certain statements, which 
he states some of the papers have reported as emanating from the 
deputation to Mr. Bright, shows they are not so far wrong as he would 
make them to appear. That the French Government does approve 
of the Tunnel is evident from the result of the deliberations of a 
French Commission, which was appointed by the Emperor, and pre- 
sided over by M. Combes, the director-general of the Ecole des Mines, 
to enquire into the scheme; they reported favourably as regards the 
geological and engineering part of the project. Thereportof a Spe- 
cial Commission states that driving a submarine Tunnel in the lower 
part of the grey chalk is an undertaking which presents reasonable 
chances of success. Also the cutting of preliminary drift-ways ap- 
pears the surest means of ascertaining the possibility of the under- 
taking, and the nature of the difficulties to be dealt with. They also 
think the cost of the Tunnel drift-ways should not exceed 2,000,000/. 
sterling. Capt. Tyler, in his report, states that he has not been able 
to convince himself of the feasibility of any Bridge scheme, but 
conceives that it might be wise to test the practicability of a Tunnel 
scheme by means of preliminary drift-ways; and Mr. Bright re- 
turned, upon the whole, a favourable answer. Other important ex- 
tracts might be brought forward in support of this noble scheme, but 





bring down with them the little reprint of their big opus, But there 





to my mind enough has been said to convince the most aceptioal that 





in executing the Tunnel there is nothing problematical, although it 
appears a stupendous undertaking. 

Mr. Low is an engineer possessing sound, practical, and scientific 
experience and skill, and being assisted by such well-known cele- 
brities as Messrs, Hawkshaw and Brunlees on the English side, and 
Messrs. Talabot, Michel Chevalier, and Thomé de Gamond on the 
French side, who would doubt the superiority of the Tunnel over any 
Bridge scheme. The most questionable part of the undertaking ap- 
pears to be the cost, and in this there is no difficulty; all that the 
promoters at present ask for from the two Governments is merely 
a guarantee for the amount required for the preliminary drift-ways, 
and surely this need not be questioned, when the object is taken into 
consideration—a complete communication between the two greatest 
and wealthiest Governments in the world.

LONDON MANAGEMENT OF AUSTRALIAN MINING 
PROPERTIES. 

Srr,—I forward you herewith slips from the press newspaper of 
this colony, showing a correspondence that has taken place relative 
to the Great Northern Copper Mining Company. As we are periodi- 
cally furnished with letters, circulars, &c,, of a disparaging character 
respecting the mining operations of this colony, I intend to trouble 
you with some observations on the subject; and having devoted 30 
years of my colonial experience to mining pursuits, [ may claim to 
being able to do so with some knowledge of the subject, and [intend 
to do itin a truthful manner, without favour or affection to parties 
or interests, Those who are at all conversant with the mineral wealth 
of this province begin now to recognise the fact that the mining in- 
terest is likely to prove the mainstay of our colonial prosperity ; I 
hold it, therefore, desirable that the truth should disseminated, and 
the defects that have arisen in the system pointed out, and the blame 
attachable thereto visited on the right parties, Letters and circulars 
that [ have seen have so far over stepped the bounds of prudence and 
justice as to attribute a want of honesty in some of the mine trans- 
actions with the colonists and the English residents; to this [demur, 
and I think you will admit the views Iam about to advance will 
justify me in so doing. The colonial holders of mineral properties 
have not as a rule sufficient spare capital to work them, and natu- 
rally, therefore, look tosuch channels as are likely to be able to supply 
the deficiency, and England is generally the place chosen for that 
purpose. It has been asserted that in bringing these properties to 
England misrepresentations have been made; it is possible that in 
some instances this may have been so, but I deny the assertion, as 
applying to the colony generally. I can scarcely, perhaps, make you 
or your English readers comprehend the wonderful appearance of 
some of the surface indications of copper ore in this colony; it ex- 
ceeds what has generally been witnessed, and the discoverer not 
having spare fundsin over sanguine enthusiasm rushes to the English 
market, in the expectation of making his own and everybody's 
fortune that may be connected with it; this, I assure you, is the feel- 
ing that exists (I have witnessed it repeatedly), but which has been 
construed into misrepresentations, while Iam convinced that parties 
who have been making representations of its prospective value, from 
surface appearances have firmly believed iu the truthof them. The 
expected results in some, I may say many, cases not having been 
realised, the transactions have most improperly been branded as dis- 
honest, whereas it has been nothing more than over sanguineness on 
the one side (colonial) and great want of caution and prudence on 
the other (English). Let us test this assertion by facts. The colonial 
discoverer goes to England, places himself in the hands of agents, 
and makes known his views and wishes. The first enquiry is, Have 
you got a lease of the property? No, Then wecan do nothing, must 
have a lease. This, to my own knowledge, has been the rulein Eng- 
land. A lease is ultimately obtained, the most absurd prices paid 
for the same, and a company launched in the London market, to the 
great benefit of agents, stockbrokers, and lawyers, and the reverse 
to the shareholders. Several instances of this sort having come to 
my knowledge, I wrote to some of the London sgeuts, pointing out 
the fallacy of giving such absurd prices for bits of waste paper, be- 
cause a mineral lease is nothing else until the property represented 
hasbeen examined andapproved. I know one instance where 70,0002, 
was divided between sellers, agents, brokers, and lawyers. Now, you 
will observe the dishonesty could not originate, and have been car- 
ried out, on the colonial side in this, as in many other instances; and 
if the undertaking do not succeed the English parties, to shield them- 
selves, turn round and brand the colonists as being dishonest, realis- 
ing the just remark, “ Que les absano sont toujours tors.” 

I advanced a plan to the London agents, by which their consti- 
tuents could join in the pursuit of mining in this colony without the 
fearful outlay it was the practice to incur in such doubtful ventures, 
in which light mining must always be considered by prudent people. 
I showed them that by subscribing a capital, and appointing a local 
committee of integrity and known mining ability, that I would se- 
cure them mineral properties for 700/. or 70002. of greater value than 
they had been paying 70,0007. for; but this course was never adopted, 
and I can only come to the conclusion that it was in consequence of 
its not admitting of that gambling and reckless expenditure that has 
characterised too many of the English undertakings, and for which 
the colony has been blamed. I think I have so far proved my first 
assertion; and I shall illustrate to you how some of the mines here 
have been worked under English management, to my own knowledge. 
Yourself and readers will then be able to see why they have failed 
to be paying concerns, 

Ishall begin with one of the oldest, known here as the Reedy Creek, 
and in England as the Australian Mining Company. That company 
was started under the most favourable auspices, and managed by a 
local committee with much prudence and judgment, but their opera- 
tions were not fast enough for the purposes of the London board, who 
must needs, therefore, tuke it into their own hands, Their first step 
was to send, without orders, an enormous quantity of machinery that 
was useless, because not required. This was followed by two ships 
being chartered in London to bring back the ore of the company, at 
which time there was no ore raised. The vessels arrived, and had to 
be re-chartered, at a fearful loss to the company. Now, these acts 
appeur only to have been done with the view of giving a fictitious 
value to the shares of the company, and enable parties in London to 
make large profits at the expense of the general body of shareholders. 
The ore not being forthcoming in the said ships, the board professed 
great dissatisfaction; dismissed the local committee, and sent out a 
manager, This gentleman was a major in the army, and knew as 
much about mining as mining did about him. The natural result en- 
sued, that the affairs of the company did not improve under such ma- 
nagement, and he was eventually removed, and another manager sent 
to take his place. This gentleman was not, it is true, a major, but a 
minor, and his experience of affairs in general, and mining in parti- 
cular, put the company’s property in a worse position than before, 
and he was ultimately removed. Now came a shipload of reputed 
scientific mining captains, sub-captains, and miners, which was to 
put everything right. The result of this lasi piece of—well, what 
shall we call it, say folly—resulted in these scientific parties driving 
a level for some 250 fathoms parallel, mark you, with the existing 
and well-defined lode, By this time about 80,000/. of English money 
had been squandered, and the mine was abandoned, and laid idle for 
years; but recently some enterprising colonists, who have become pos- 
sessed of the right to work the mine, have proved the scientific men 
before alluded to have made the gross mistake I here state. The pre- 
sent parties have cut a splendid lode, parallel with the 250 fm. level, 
driven in dead ground, and will soon pay a dividend on a small outlay, 

Now, with these facts I will leave it to you to judge whether the 
colonists or the English residents are to blame; the company, with 
proper management, would have paid dividends, to the benefit of the 
shareholders and this colony generally—so much for No.1. In No.2 
I shall embrace three properties, to save time and space—one, called 
Wheal Ellen, in the Strathalbyn district; one, the Barossa Mining 
Company, which had mineral properties in several parts of the co- 
lony; and the other the Spring Creek Mining Company. All these 
companies have been under English management, and have been 
smothered accordingly. The details of operations are so much in ac- 
cordance with No. 1 that it would be useless to repeat them. Imay here 
remark that the English proprietories in sending out mining captains 
overlook the fact that it is probable such parties have never seen étr's 
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face indications in unbroken ground, and in a country generally di- 
rectly at variance with all their former experience, I speak now, of 
course, of Cornish mining captains, as they are termed, and do not 
allude to majors and minors, and other incompetent parties, who have 
been sent out here to manage mines merely with the view of making 
billets for them, through English influence, You may probably think 
that my remarks having such an unfavourable tendency are over- 
drawn, but I assure you no, for I kéep in my mind’s eye the assertion 
made at the commencement that my statements should be truthful, 
and I adhere toit. I shall at this period take the opportunity of 
stating that the injury mining pursuits have sustained through the 
incompetency of some of the mining captains and managers, and the 
want of integrity in others, is inconceivable to those who have not 
given close attention to the subject like myself. 

No. 3.—I have now a more pleasing task to perform ; this property 
belongs to the Worthing Mining Company, also English proprietors, 
who had the good judgment to appoint a colonial gentleman of good 
business habits and considerable mining knowledge as their manager, 
Mr, Alfred Hallett. Operations were commenced on some freehold 
land near a place called Brighton, butafter a fair trial of the ground 
Mr, Hallett had the sound sense, finding the success of operations 
doubtful, to discontinue the workings, and secured a property on the 
Bremer, known as the Bremer Mine. This mine has attained the 
greatest depth of any in the colony, 83 fms, The energy and judg- 
ment displayed by Mr. Hallett in working this mine is above all 
praise ; the machinery, the improvements, and the order with which 
everything is carried on make it a pleasure to visit the mine, I 
understand Mr, Hallett has not yet brought it to be a paying con- 
cern, and if he does not ultimately meet with that success the fault 
will be in the mine, and notin him, To see his working of this mine, 
and to compare it with those I have before named, is an odious com- 
parison, Fortunate would it have been for those companies could 
they have secured a man like Mr, Hallett. It may be asked, why is 
Mr. Hallett so superior to others? I will tell you. He isa man of 
considerable mental ability ; has given the greater part of his colo- 
nial existence to mining pursuits, and has travelled from Cape Jervis 
to Yudanamutana, some 500 miles, with the view of making himself 
acquainted with the deposit of the minerals and the result of the 
different mines at work. In England they take aman out of the 
bowels of the earth, send him over here, and consider he is tv get his 
knowledge by inspiration. He is forced to do something when he 
arrives, right or wrong ; and by the time he has learnt the fact that 
his English experience is of little or no use to him it is an even 
chance but he has ruined the company he has acted for. 

I am afraid my presentcommunication will prove too lengthy for 
you to give that attention to it on account of the mining interests 
that it may merit, and which induces the writing it ; but when I find 
that this has been inserted in the Journal I shall understand that 
further communications will be acceptable, and I may then give you 
the history of the Yudanamutana, Blinman, Warreata Creek, Great 
Northern, and other mines, which may produce some rather startling 
revelations for your English readers. These I propose following by 
a statement of how the colonists manage their own mines, the Burra 
Burra and Moonta to wit, which have already paid dividends out of 
net profits amounting to 1,380,000/.; not but some of the colonial 
mines have been badly managed, which may be attributed generally 
to instances where too great a reliance has been placed on what is 
here termed “ Cousin Jackism,” or too strict an adberence to the 
Cornish system of sink and drive in dead ground, which the miner 
finds brings most money to him in the pay-sheet at the end of the 
month,—Adelaide, June 22, WM.

LAKE SUPERIOR MINES AND MINING, 


Srr,— Mining on Lake Superior, for the last two years, has been, 
I suppose, much like unto other districts—very dull, in consequence 
of the low price of copper, and a want of quantity. Minesota Mine, 
which was for years the backbone of this county, is very poor—i. e., 
the old mine; from 20 to 50 miners have been employed there the 
last three or four years, but without success, To assist in the matter, 
the burrows have been resorted to, and culved over, and also without 
success, They are now gone out to the south range to explore where, 
according to other mines on the same range, they will, undoubtedly, 
meet with success. But this work should have been done, and the 
south range explored, in bygone days, from dividends coming in from 
the old mine, instead of now from assets. The National Mine seems 
to be crawling along with about 20 miners, where 150 ought to be 
employed, and dividends coming in, The mine is well laid open, 
1000 ft. deep, and proportionately in length, having good skip-roads 
in the shafts, powerful hoisting-engines, and 24 heads of stamps. 
This mine is on the same conglomerate lode as the Minesota Mine, 
and immediately adjoins; the openings in the upper levels are nearly 
connected, and the consequence is, the failure of the Minesota Mine 
in market value is almost a death-blow to the National, when, in 
reality it is notso, Therich bunches of copper met with in the upper 
part of the Minesota, and dipping towards the National, are not yet 
seen in the National, the mine not being deep enough. Rockland 
Mine, on the same conglomerate, never met with any success, although 
lurge and extensive openings are made, On a lode north of the 
conglomerate the Rockland turned out a large quantity of heavy 
masses, but the bottom of the mine getting poor about the time the 
Minesota failed, works were suspended ; and trials made on the south 
range without success. This was considered to be owing to neither 
the agent nor the captain being competent for their offices. The open- 
ings were made on one side of the lode, instead of init, Work being 
ceased by the company the tributers took possession, and, being prac- 
tical men, worked into the lode, and at once got hold of masses, making 
from 50/, to 500/.a month, 1 shall next touch on the eastern mines 
of this county.—Ontonagon, L.S,, Aug. 1.

THE PROSPECTS OF COPPER MINING, 

S1r,—In the year 1720 a few poor men, after several years strug 
gling, accomplished what may be termed a great event in copper 
mining in Cornwall—in fact, the success of this enterprise may be 
termed the stepping-stone to the immense fortunes made out of work- 
ing copper mines in that county, This adventure was carried on by 
about a dozen men, called tin streamers—the chief portion of the 
mining population in the mining districts in Cornwall at that period. 
Between the port of Hayle and Goldsithney, in the parish of Perran- 
uthnoe, a villagein the Mount’s Bay, notorious in history for the im- 
mense deposits of tin found at the Old Owen Vean and Tregartha 
Downs Mines, on and near the surface, and which neighbourhood 
furnished several generations with ample labour. Some of these 
enterprising men became rich. The principal man amongst these 
streamers was a native of an adjoining parish, called William Lemon, 
who started this enterprise, and in these days looked upon as a forlorn 
hope—to drive a level some 500 yards into a hillto cut a vein or 
lode about 40 yards below the surface, which they discovered to be 
highly impregnated with mineral. After about seven years struggling, 
they cut into a mass of the richest copper ore ever, probably, dis- 
covered in Cornwall. From this success Mr. Lemon became the 

reatest merchant in Cornwall, and represented the county as a 
Taker of Parliament forthe Western Division about 25 years; and 
his son and grandson followed in succession, until succeeded by an 
equally fortunate gentleman—the late Mr. Michael Williams. In 
this adventure slares frequently changed hands ; at one period they 
were sold for a pot of beer each, and at another time the cost and a 





pint of brandy. Mr. Lemon possessed at the crowning point of suc- 
cess 70 shares, which paid him a profit in dividends, it is reported, 
amounting to 70,0002, When this rich lode was discovered the pro- 
prietors were at a loss what name to give the adventure; at last one 
of them suggested, “ It has been a wheel of fortune to us, and I pro- 

ose to call the mine Huel Fortune,” in Cornish, locally Wheal Fortune. 

n course of time mine after mine was discovered on this lode, each 
deposit about } mile distant, for about six miles in length, ending | 
with the Old Godolphin Mines. The returns from these mines | 
amounted to at least 6,000,000/, sterling in copper ores; and it is now 
a matter of serious consideration whether under such immense de- 
posits of copper these mines will not be found, if prosectted deeper, 
to be rich, like the Dolcoath, Cook’s Kitchen, Tincroft, Carn Brea, 
East Pool, and several other mines in Cornwall, in tin. 

The parish of Perranuthnoe, the capital of which is a village called 
Goldsithney, and is situate in the centre of a basin of clay-slate, 


locally termed killas, and traversed by porphyritic dykes or courses, 
generally running in an east and west direction, also locally termed 
elvan-courses, near which, when two or more lodes form a junction, 
deposits of minerals are found to exist at times in immense quan- 
tities. St. Michael’s Mount is in the centre of this basin, composed 
chiefly of granite, and surrounded by granite hills, A short distance 
south-eastis the Old and present Wheal Vor Mines, which have yielded 
several millions sterling in tin ores, North and west are the St. 
Ives and Lelant districts, from which immense returns have been 
made in tin. These mines in number may be termed legion, extend- 
ing over some miles in length, and from which very large fortunes 
from time to time have been made. According to recent discoveries, 
events prove that this district is in its infancy—capital only, with 
judicious management, is what is needed to develope and discover 
mines equally rich as those previously named, It is quite clear, from 
recent advices from Chili, that copper has seen its lowest price; and 
when an article of such immense use and importance cannot be pro- 
duced but at a heavy loss at the present price, except in very few in- 
stances, a change must ere long take place.

1869—that is, an average quantity of 1500 tons per month. The 
average exports for the five first months being at the rate of 5450 
tons per month, this does not seem likely to happen. If the exports 
were to continue as large as during the first five months (and nothing 
seems to indicate the contrary) the total exports of the year would 
be 65,000 tons. Admitting that from Aug. 31 to Dec. 31, 1869, the 
exports would decrease by one-half, and get reduced to 2800 tons per 
month, that would bring a total quantity of 52,000 tons for 1869, 
which we can consider as a sure minimum, 

Are the present prices of copper in proportion to this large produc- 
tion? This is doubtful. — F, M. 

CHILI COPPER AND SILVER, 

Srr,—The news from Chili is again in favour of an increased pro- 
duction of copper, although it is said heavy losses have been incurred 
on shipments to thismarket. The railway interest had got very bad, 
so much so that there was a talk of removing the rails from the Co- 
piapo Extension line, and turning them to account elsewhere. In the 
Coquimbo district the railways have been found so effective in bring- 
ing down the copper ores to the smelting establishments that another 
line is to be laid down, and we also hear of a project for increasing 
the transport to some large works in the neighbourhood of La Serena. 

The progress of the railways in the South of Chili, under the pa- 
tronage of the Government, although it has no direct tendency to 
affect the copper districts, has so indirectly, because by giving better 
communication with the South it improves the corn countries of Con- 
cepcion, and the coal mines of Talcahuano, which are helpmates of 
copper industry. 

There is nothing particular as to silver at Copiapo, but mining in 
the Santiago district is likely to resume its former importance, if it 
be true that the new discovery is of the value alleged. The find is 
in the Serro del Encanto, on the Laguna estate, about 10 miles from 
Santiagb, The lode is about a yard in width, and expected to be 
double in going down. An assay has given a ley of 106 mares of 
silver to the cajon of 62 quintals. The mine has been named Des- 
cubridora Virjen del Carmen, and already fabulous prices are asked 
for barras. While upon mining, I may refer to the fact that the 
neighbouring country of Peru is making a new effort to promote its 
silver mines, by causing surveys to be made for railways in the fa- 
mous Serro de Pasco, C. 





MINING IN CARDIGANSHIRE—No, II. 
ON THE JUNCTION OF LODES, THEIR INFLUENCE AND EFFECTS. 


S1r,—I promised in my last to treat on the junctions of the veins 
in the Powell United Mines, which are situated on the mail or turn- 
pike road, between the 11th and 12th milestones from Aberystwith, 
on the Aberystwith and Gloucester road, and about one mile to the 
north of the Nanteos Consols and the Llwynteify Lead Mines, before 
described. It may not be amiss to state before I begin to describe 
the junctions of the Powell United Mines that my object Is, if possible, to show 
all matters in as clear a light as I possibly can without prejudice or favour, 
and I trust before we have finished with the subject we shall have done much

great deal of that injudicious thoughtlessness, or I may say recklessness, on 
the part of mining agents will be for the future avoided, 

We have all of us been taught to belleve that similar causes produce similar 
results, and this being the case, we have only to examine attentively the cha- 
racter of the veins at surface (and 99 practical miners out of every 100 knowa 
good, strong lode, carrying a nice spar, and other indications at surface, from 
that hard, cross lode looking spar and vein that is squeezed up), and to care- 
fully mip down their directions and Junctlons, to know whether he is travers- 
ing the path likely to lead to wealth, or whether he is going the path which 
must lead in a dead failure to the company whom he represents, as well as a 
lasting injury to his own character. 

Having said so much by way of preface (by-the-bye, I am put in mind of the 
author who wrote half of his book asa preface to show that a preface was no 
good), I will now give you arough plan of the lodes traversing this grant, and 
then describe the results, 
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It will be seen that we have three lodes and three junctions to explain, and 
we will begin with the junction of Smith's lode with the north lode eastward, 
the one running due east and west, the other about 8° to the south of east. At 
this place there is what may be termed a fair course of ore on Smith’s lode, 
about 40 fathoms in length westward and about 15 fathoms long to the east- 
ward.

per share ina few months. ‘The stocks of the Indian railways likewise main- 
tain their recently-advanced prices, as well as certain of our home railways, 
British mines also are in fair request, such, for instance, as the Van, Minera, 
West Chiverton, Devon Great Consols, South Caradon, Botallack, Dolcoath, Tin- 
croft, Great Vor, and Herodsfouot. ‘I'he large and substantial two-monthly and 
quarterly dividends yielded by these several companies render them the most 
attractiveand remunerativeinvestmentsof theday. It is true that the market 
value is immense, when compared with the costs of opening out the mines; whilst 
the cividens already paid are, beyond question, the most brilliant and fascinating 
returns upon capital expended of all other branches of our national industries.

It is a question, however, whether the consequent 
limitation of business, and the usual stagnation ensuing upon the annua! two 
mont bs’ absence from town of the chief dealers and operators on the**Exchange’”’ 
and in “speculative enterprise,”’ will materially prejudice raling prices or 
not, although itis highly probable that new undertakings will be placed on the 
shelf to a great extent for that period. The maintainance of existing valueg 
depend greatly upon the continuance of prevailing favourable features—the 
fairly satisfactory prospect of the harvest, the continued influx of gold to the 
Bank, the probable great abundance of mouey, the tranquil state of our howe 
politics, and the very hopefuland reassuring reading of foreign affairs. These, 
and many other circumstances, continue to affect the sensitiveness of the money 
market, but judging from appearances there is an active autumn before us, and 
in all likelihood telegraph shares, Indian railways, many of our home railways, 
several of the foreigu loans, various home enterprises and iudusirlal pursuits 
(amongst others, lead mining in Wales, copper and tin mining in Cornwali, and 
gold mining in Australia and the Brazils, with silver mining in Mexico), will 
prove the chief and leading attractions.

REMARKS,—Very little improvement has taken place in the Metal 
Market during the past week, and business has again become quiet. 
This may in part be accounted for by so many persons being now 
away from business, as is usually the case during the present month, 
and consequently many transactions which might otherwise have 
occurred are left in abeyance for a time ; and the continued absence 
of orders from India is also another cause of the prevailing dulness, 
These preventatives of business may, however, be looked upon as 
merely temporary, as_ there is little doubt that before long we shall 
find orders from India flowing in plentifully, and the more so, in all 
probability, in consequence of the dearth which has lately prevailed 
in them, The continued easiness of the money market is a source 
of satisfaction in the present state of inactivity in commercial affairs, 
and will, no doubt, tend in a great measure to advance a return to 
energy as soon as an improved demand sets in. We have, therefore, 
much satisfaction in announcing that the directors of the Bank of 
England, at their weekly meeting on Thursday, reduced the Bank 
minimum to 2} percent. Prices have not materially altered during 
the week, although in some instances they are rather less firm than 
they were, and until a more settled demand takes place they are not 
likely to show any decided improvement. As there is at the present 
time an absence of all excitement in political matters, both at home 
and abroad, and especially as there is nothing which seems calculated 
to retard any improvement in commerce when it does arise, we trust 
that as the autumn advances we shall find that business generally 
becomes more active, and that the metal trade exhibits an appearance 
of life and energy. 

CoppPEer.—The market still continues to present a rather improved 
appearance, and a better business is doing. Prices remained firm at 
the quotations. Chili bar is steady, at 67/, 10s, to 687. cash, and ore 
at 13s, 6d. per unit, 

Iron.—In Staffordshire, orders to a fair extent have come to hand 
during the week, and though the difference is slight the demand has, 
on the whole, improved, and there is a general belief that there will 
be no falling off during the autumn. There are continued enquiries 
for rails, and South Staffordshire feels the abatement of the pressure 
of competition, in consequence of the briskness of the rail trade in 
South Wales.

TECHNICAL EDUCATION FOR IRELAND. 


The programme of the ROYAL COLLEGE OF SCIENCE FOR IRELAND 
for the session 1869-70 has just been issued, and from the thoroughly 
practical character of the proposed curriculum, and the very liberal 
terms upon which the instruction is offered, there can be little doubt 
that before the commencement of the session, on Oct. 4, a consider- 
able number of students will have been enrolled, For some time 
past great fears have been from time to time expressed that in the 
matter of technical education British energy has been less apparent 
than formerly ; and although it is probable that the fears are alto- 
gether groundless, the retarded progress of the national industries, in 
comparison with continental countries, being traceable rather to the 
extension of free trade without the conservative safeguard of reci- 
procity than to any other cause, the ayitation has doubtless had the 
effect of exciting the desire to meet the popular wish that scientific 
knowledge should be placed within the more convenient reach of the 
higher branches of the working classes ; and the changes which the 
Royal College of Science for Ireland has recently undergone has 
placed it in a position to do all for the advancement of Irish na- 
tional industry that Science can be expected to accomplish. It sup- 
plies, as far as practicable, a complete course of instruction in Science 
applicable tothe industrial arts, especially those which may be classed 
broadly under the heads of mining, engineering, manufactures, and 
agriculture, and is intended to aid in the instruction of teachers for 
the local schools of science. 

The course of instruction extends over three years, each year being 
divided into two terms. In the first two years the instruction is ge- 
neral, and all students are required to attend all the courses, but in 
the third year the particular business or profession to which he in- 
tends to devote himself in after life is taken into consideration, and 
for this reason the studies for the third year are divided into four 
distinct series of courses, so that a student intended for an engineer 
is not required to study subjects useful only to an agriculturist or to 
a manufacturer; nor is a student whose after life is to be spent ina 
manufactory required to learn land surveying and geology. The re- 
quirements of each class of student is thus provided fo, and it is 
rendered practicable to fix a high standard for the Associateship of 
the College, without inflicting excessive, unnecessary, and useless la- 
bour uponany. During the third year the instruction for the several 
classes of studentsembraces— MINING : Geology, with demonstrations 
in Paleontology, Mineralogy and Mining, Assaying and Metallurgy, 

Mechanism and Machinery, and Land Surveying.—AGRICULTURE: 
Geology, Agricultural Science, Land Surveying, Mechanism and Ma- 
chinery, and the Analysis of Soils and Manures.—ENGINEERING: 
Mechanism and Machinery, Mechanical Drawing, Engineering and 
Surveying, and Geology and Palwontology.—MANUFACTURES: Ap- 
plied Mechanics and Physics, and Applied Chemistry and Technical 
Analysis. 

With regard to the rewards offered to the more diligent students 
of the College, the Diploma of Associateship, which will be granted 
to those who pass in all subjects of the first two years and in those 
of any one division of the third year, will doubtless be an honour 
well worth striving to attain; but there are also four Royal Scholar- 
ships of 507. yearly each, with free education (including laboratory 
practice), tenable for two years, which will be open to students 
who have been a year in the College—two of these Royal Scholar- 
ships become vacant each year, There are also nine Royal Exhibi- 
tions, of the value of 50/. per annum, entitling the holders to free 
admission to all the lectures, and to the chemical and metallurgical 
laboratories, to be held from year to year, for three years, on the con- 
dition that the holder attend the lectures regularly during those years, 
and passes the examinations required for the Associateship of the 
College—three of these exhibitions will be open for competition an- 
nually at the May Examinations of the Science and Art Departments. 
A medal is also awarded at the conclusion of the second year’s studies 
to that student who, upon the total result of both years, shall have 
most distinguished himself, if sufficient merit be shown, As to the 


practical utility to the largest possible number of those upon whom 
the continually progressive advancement of the industrial interests 
of the country depends; and with the Royal College of Science for 
Ireland in existence, there will be no justification for asserting that, 
at least in that portion of the kingdom, there is any lack of means 
for securing an abundance of technical education of the best kind, 
and upon the most favourable conditions, 





THE PROPOSED ABOLITION OF PATENTS. 


“ Slackness of Trade” has been of late a frequent complaint, and 
the cause of it has by some been ascribed to the operation of the Cur- 
rency Laws, by others to the action of Trades Unions, and the non- 
existence of technical education amongst our workmen; whilst there 
have not been wanting those who throw the blame on the EMPEROR 
of the FRENCH, and our Commercial Treaty with France. Now, 
however, all doubt and difficulty must vanish, for Mr. R. A. MACFIE, 
M.P. for Leith, has vouchsafed an utterance of views and opinions 
precise, positive, and thoroughly in accordance with that school of 
political economy whose eentral principle is that the provision of 
plethoric money-bags for manufacturing capitalists must ensure the 
material welfare of the country, even if these money-bags be filled 
by reducing the remuneration of the worker to the lowest level. By 
a book recently published, containing discussions and other papers 
on the Patent Law question,* Mr. MACFIE seeks to inform the general 
public, as he recently informed the House of Commons, that the Pa- 
tent Laws are a root of economic evil, producing upas-tree develop- 
ments, that overshadow and destroy our manufactures and commerce; 
and he proceeds, in his own fashion, to show that nothing less than 
the uprooting of this—that is, the total abolition of the Patent Laws— 
can be relied upon as an efficient remedy for the terrible mischiefs to 
which we are now subjected by reason of the existence of those laws, 
Mr. MACFIE does not pretend to deny that novel, practical inven- 
tions are useful in developing our national industries, but he contends 
that there are few new and useful inventions, mostly they are either 
not new or they are useless; and to support this view of the matter 
he resorts to France, and brings forward M. CHEVALIER, who is of 
the like opinion, as he considers the savans who discover the prin- 
ciples of science to be the only men worthy of reward and encourage- 
ment; and strange to say, Mr. MACFIE proffers in support of these 
views the present clerk or secretary of the Patent Commission, Mr. 
BENNETT WOODCROFT, who pronounces (see p. 87 of Mr. MACFIE’s 
book) the great majority of inventions for which patents have been 
granted since his connection with the Great Seal Patent Office to be 
of little or no value. A piece of evidence against the reception of 
which the common sense of everyone must protest; since, looking at 
the varying character of patented inventions, the knowledge of any 
one man, however eminent in practical science, who can positively 
decide on the value, or even the novelty, of every invention, must be 
ultra cyclopedic. Of course, Mr. MACFIE trots out that well-known 
opponent of patents—Sir WILLIAM ARMSTRONG, who cannot be of 
any other opinion than that a title and lucrative Government em- 
ployment is far better than a patent, especially as the latter when 
challenged requires to be established by legal proof that the patentee 
is the true inventor, and the invention both novel and useful. He 
also adduces the opinions of BRUNEL, of ScorT-RUSSELL, and other 
well-known enemies of the claims of inventors, as conclusive against 
thecontinuance of the patent system. Further, by this book he places 
before the publicina collective form the speechesin the House of Com- 
mons made by himself, Sir ROUNDELL PALMER, and Lord STANLEY. 
Mr. MACFIE devotes several pages of his work (69 to 80) to argu- 
ments against the Defence of the Patent Laws, promulgated by Mr. 
JOHN STUART MILL in his “Political Economy.” This he does in 
the form of running commentaries, and at the very outset puts for- 
ward a view of the Patent Laws—that the term “manufacture,” as 
used in the Statute of Monopolies, meant a material article, and not 
& process, mode, or method; an argument, however much it may have 
been in favour some 50 or 60 years ngo, never could have been the 
true interpretation of the words “any manner of new manufacture,” 
used in that statute, as Mr. MACFIE would have found clearly pointed 
out in the very able treatise, formiug one of WEALE'S Series, penned 
by Mr. I’, W. CAMPIN, the barrister, and recently reviewed in this 
Journal—that the way, or process, or method of making anything has 
a better claim to be termed a “manufacture” than the thing made, 
for, as Mr. CAMPIN puts it (vide pp. 11 and 12 of his work)—‘ The 
art of glass-making—that is, the manner or process adopted in mak- 
ing glass—certainly constitutes one of the manufactures, whereas 
the product glass is in exact terms not one of the manufactures, but 
an article of manufacture.” And the only reason why the law has 
attached « prohibition to the uniicensed vending of articles made by 
a patent process or :nethod, is that its profitable use by the patentee 
cannot be effectually assured without such prohibition ; which is, 
therefore, in accordance with a well affirmed legal doctrine, that the 
grant of a thing carries with it all rights necessary to its proper enjoy- 
ment. In commenting on the statement by Mr. J.S. MILL, that “in 
regard to inventions, as in the closely analogous case of copyright, 
it would be gross immorality in the law to set everybody free to use 
a person’s work without his consent, and without giving him an equi- 
valent.” Mr. MAcrIe boldly says, “As if there could or should be 
an equivalent.” In other words, he holds it to be strictly moral and 
equitable to receive from another person a communication as to pro- 
jects worthy of adoption in his own sugar refinery, the excogitation 
of, and experiment on, which may have occupied much of that per- 
son’s time and cash; and, further, to use such projects so as to rea- 
lise a large profit for himself, and yet to leave the unfortunate com- 
municator of these projects wholly unremunerated, perhaps to expe- 
rience the doom that so many of our manufacturers seem to think 
the proper one for inventors—to die in the workhouse—“ Pour en- 
courages les antres.”” Well may Mr, MACFIE wince under Mr. MILL's 
denunciation of such appropriation of inventor’s ideas as “free steal- 
ing,” and call to his aid the greatest political economist of France 
to prove that it is only “le free trade.” (See page 73 of his work.) 

Singularly enough, notwithstanding all these views and assertions, so 
antagonistic to inventors, Mr. MACFIE has elaborated ascheme which 
he promulgates in his book as a “ New System of Rewarding Inven- 
tors and Promoting the Publication of Inventions” (vide pages 84 
and 85 of his work), which mainly consists in the annual appropria- 
tion by Parliament of a good round sum to be distributed by a pro- 
per staff of officials (so that Government patronage shall be well pre- 
served) in sums varying according to the classification of the inven- 
tion, as to the quantum of supposed merits, such sums to be awarded 
at “any time after an invention has been tried and found practically 
useful.” No specification to be recorded with a view to obtain a 
prize without “ certificates by three persons familiar with the trades 
chiefly concerned ;” and be it specially noted, in the case of a work- 
man or employee, “ by his employer.” 





fees, they are extremely moderate. Students entering for the purpose

As the character of the instruction obtainable at a college is ne- 
cessarily dependent to a very great extent upon the erudition and 
ability of the professors, it may be well to mention that in this re- 
spect the Royal College of Science for Ireland possesses all the ad- 
vantage that could be desired. Dr. W. BARKER will occupy the chair 
of Physics, Dr, SULLIVAN that of Chemistry, Mr, R. GALLOWAY that 
of Applied Chemistry, and Mr, J. P, O'REILLY that of Mining and 


Mineralogy, the other chairs being equally well filled by Professors | 


ROBERT BALL, WYVILLE THOMPSON, TRAQUAIR, E. W. Davy, and 
T. F. Pigor—the Geological chair is at present vacant, through the 
lamented death of Prof, J. B. JuKes—whilst Sir RoBERT KANE and 
Dr. F. J. SrDNEy fill the officesof Dean of Faculty and secretary re- 
spectively. The chemical and metallurgical laboratories, under the 
direction of Prof. GALLOWAY, are open during the session every week 
day (except Saturday and the usual holidays) from 10 A.M, to 4 P.M. ; 
and the library, which contains carefully-selected works relating to 
the subjects taught, is open not only to the students, but under cer- 
tain restrictions to the public also. 

No pains appear to have been spared to make the college of sound, 


A system which, if instead of being dependent on an annual par- 
liamentary vote, could be made a permanent annual charge on Go- 
vernment funds, and could be reduced to something like a workable 
arrangement, might be worthy of some consideration ; but as it stands 
displayed in the pages of Mr. MACFIE's work it looks like a slippery 
scheme of pretending to reward inventors by money prizes, which 
begins with the necessity for an inventor resorting to three persons 
| of practical knowledge of the art he seeks to improve, any of whom 
may, if he thinks fit, himself set up a claim to be the true inventor; 
or in the case where an employer is concerned he may, if he thinks 
his interests affected, “ put the screw on” to secure the invention as 
a secret manufacture for his own emolument, or otherwise interfere 
with the claims of his empleyee. A scheme, moreover, that involves 
an impracticability as regards a satisfactory classification of inven- 
tions according to quantam of merit, and is clogged with a condition 
that can scarcely ever be fulfilled—the trial of the invention to prove 
its practical utility—since no person will try an invention when the 


like madmen togive up the patent system forsuch an illusory scheme; 
and the country, if they wish to keep up the supply of new inven- 
tions industrially applied, will be foolish to abolish the present Patent 
Laws. Rather let all parties, Mr. MACFIE included, at once enter on 
the consideration of how to get rid of the evils attending the Patent 
Laws, whether as affecting inventors, manufacturers, or the public, 
so that these laws may be at once placed on a reasonable and effi- 
cient footing. This would be a really good work, and a benefit to 
the whole community ; and as such we commend it to the good sense 
of Mr, MACFIE, as being a more rational employment than his at- 
tempt to abolish these laws, 





THE DENUDATION OF OUR COAL FIELDS. 


The question discussed in these columns as to whether there is or is 
not to be found beneath the broad Red Sandstone rocks which sepa- 
rate the old productive fields of South Staffordshire and Shropshire 
a continuation of the rich minerals which have contributed so largely 
to the material prosperity of the two counties is one of great gravity 
and importance. It is one, too, which should be set at rest as soon 
as possible by further investigations, and, if necessary, by borings 
in some well-considered and judiciously selected spot. 

Landowners, laudably ambitious of adding to the value of their 
property, and individual speculators, tempted by the prospect vague 
statements injudicious persons have opened up, have from time to 
time made feeble attempts to fathom the mystery for themselves, 
but with no other result than that some have impoverished them- 
selves, whilst one or more have been ruined and driven mad by 
the fruitlessness of the attempt. At present there appears to be no 
just or reliable data to guide those willing to undertake the task. . 
Gentlemen on the Government Survey have, of course, collected valu- 
able materials, by ascertaining the stratigraphical relation of the 
rocks, and showing their probable thickness at various points; and 
had Prof. JUKES lived to have completed the third edition of his 
Memoir of South Staffordshire, we have reason to believe he would 
have contributed valuable information respecting the western boun- 
dary of the Staffordshire coal field, and such as would have thrown 
much additional light on the subject. 

Ou a question of so much importance, and one in which the mate- 
rial prosperity of large populations is concerned, as well as in the 
interests of science itself, it appears to us that the British Associa- 
tion, now sitting at Exeter, should take the initiative, by making a 
small grant to some geologist familiar with the districts to pursue the 
enquiry, to collect information, and, having done so, to publish it, 








COLLIERY EXPLOSIONS, AND THEIR PREVENTION. 


The recent lamentable explosions in collieries have caused the phi- 
lanthropic to turn their attention to the discovery of a means of 
preventing their recurrence, and the proposition of Mr. H. Bessemer 
has, probably, been most favourably received, although there can be 
little doubt that there would be great difficulty in practically apply- 
ing it. As tothe novelty of Mr. Bessemer’s suggestion, it is to be 
feared that some question might be raised, for it is really very simi- 
lar to many propositions which have from time to time appeared in 
the Mining Journal during the last quarter of a century. Alluding 
to Mr, Bessemer’s proposition, Mr. David McVail claims to have been 
fully twelve months before him. Mr. McVail proposed to carry a 
fresh-air main pipe, with a companion spent-air main pipe, down 
the shaft and along the chief gallery of the mine, from which branch- 
ing pipes would run to the side galleries, and at proper intervals to 
have stationary lamps lighting the mine, after the fashion of streets 
at night. For each set of workings he proposed a portable lamp, 
connected with the main by India-rubber tubing, which could be 
hung up in some convenient place, and which could be removed dur- 
ing the process of blasting. The lighting material might either be 
oil, paraffin oil, or coal gas, the latter, of course, being by far the 
most preferable. He thinks that probably the best form of lamp 
would be a glass globe, with an opening at the bottom to admit the 
coal-gas and fresh-air pipes, and an opening at the top through 
which the spent air would enter the waste-pipe to be carried away. 
Of course, the globe would require to be protected on the outside by 
a network of strong iron wire. He claims that the advantages pos- 
sessed by the lamp would be that— 

‘* The lamp being hermetically sealed, and there being no connection what- 
ever between the air inside the lamp and the air in the mine, no explosion could 
possibly occur, In the case of Mr. Bessemer’s lamp, in spite of the current of 
air leaving the lamp, traces of the atmosphere of the mine would certainly find 
their way into the lamp, and should any cause, even for the fraction of a second, 
interfere with the current, the lamp would become charged with the atmosphere 
of the mine, and on being re-lighted an explosion might occur. It would give 
any amount of light that might be desired. As one lamp, hung up in a proper 
place, would illuminate an entire set of workings, each miner would not, as at 
present, be hampered by carrying a small, flickering, troublesome, dangerous 
lamp, hardly able to do more than just render darkness visible. This would, 
indeed, be the ‘ absolute safety-lamp.’ ’’ 

But it would appear that neither Mr. Bessemer’s nor Mr. McVail’s 
suggestions would be of material value unless the entire system of 
illuminating, or rather of supervising the illumination of, collieries 
be improved, for “ A Practical Man,” writing in the Zimes, enquires— 

** Will it be credited by the public, whose sympathy is invoked, that the lamps 
used in many (I was going to say in most) miues are of the clumsiest and, for 
the prevention of explosions, most inoperative construction? Scarce a pro- 
prietor ever thinks of testing the efficiency of his so-called ‘ Davy’ lamps re- 
specting the very circumstances in which they are supposed to be a protection 
against accident. Even when rightly made, the lamps are often used in such 
a state of disrepair as to be useless as a protection to the flame. Such lamps 
are not only dangerous, but delusive, What is needed is a certified, safe, and 
efficient lamp, and 1ts use made complusory in every mine. At present no one 
seems to know authoritatively and practically what is the right lamp to use. 
‘rhe present ** Davy lamp,’’ as generally constructed, so materially obscures the 
light as to offer great temptation to the miner (o tamper with his lamp, and 
convert it into a dangerous open light. Numerous ingenious methods have 
been adopted to prevent ‘he miner from opening the lamp; locks and fasten- 
ings of all kinds, lead rivets, &c., and vow bolts ate propane’ which require an 
electric battery to release them : but what is needed is a lamp which, while it 
protects the flame, gives sufficient light, hence offering the miner no induce- 
ment to open it, and which, if opened wantonly, extinguishes the flame by the 
act of opening. Such a lamp can be readily constructed. Ample light can be 
obtained by placing round the flame a thick glass cylinder, about 3 inches in 
diameter and height, and continued upwards with wire gauze, instead of sur- 
rounding and smothering the light itself therewith. ‘The glass can be so thick 
ard well protected as not to break if the lamp falls to the ground.” 

And while one looks forward to improving the construction of the 
lamp, and another proposes supplying an entirely distinct air cur- 
rent for the lamps to burn in, it still remains the opinion of the coal 
miner that there is nothing like thorough ventilation. Carelessness 
and ignorance of the collier are assigned as the cause of these fear- 
ful explosions ; and, without contending against this position, he 
simply remarks that Mr. Bruce takes a far too desponding view of 
the complete removal of this cause of accidents, One thing, huw- 
ever, is certain, and the House of Commons must know it, that ex- 
plosions are impossible in an atmosphere suitable for man to inhale, 
Air fit for a man to work in during several hours is not rendered ex- 
plosive by the necessary mixture of carburetted hydrogen instantly; 
generally, ample time is given by Providence to ward off the evil 
consequences of explosive mixed gases. The fact that some fiery 
mines, well ventilated, worked, and overlooked have escaped serious 
explosions should stimulate the Home Secretary in the endeavour 
to establish such rules as will increase this number, and diminish the 
number of frightful explosions. Every bank, gateway, bord, and 
gallery in the pit can be, and should be, constantly supplied with a 
fixed quantity of pureair. This is difficult, and this difficulty is made 
obvious by the way in which large rooms are ventilated ; but when 
men’s lives are in jeopardy the difficulties which can be overcome with 
£s,d.and mechanical skill must not remain. Lives engaged in 
the endeavour to benefit the State by making a provision for them- 
selves and families mst se protected by the State, or one of its most 
sacred duties is negleeted. The question—the extinction of these 
frightful explosions “1 coal mines—admits of a definite and satis- 
factory solution,

Now, if there were any reason for supposing that colliery owners 
| were back ward in spending money to secure the safety of their pits, 
| there might b¥ some grounds for the adverse inference contained in 
| the above statement, but, perhaps, with very few exceptions, colliery 
|owners are ever ready to supply all necessary funds, and equally 
ready to adopt any suggestion which they do not know to be abso- 
lutely worthless. Of this latter class, all. propositions for carrying 
pipes into collieries must undoubtedly be considered, for the levels 
and workings themselves are really but enormous pipes, through 
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i ventilation of the mine is carried on, Mr. Bessemer’s 
peony: has been so severely handled that there would be little 
chance of its being adopted, even if it were new, which fortunately 
it is not, since otherwise we might have to deplore explosions through 
its use, surpassing anything we have yet heard of. One writer ob- 


serves that— 

« Mr. Bessemer was forestalled, 40 years ago, by Dr. Clanny, who invented a 
safety-!amp to burn oil, which was to be supplied with air from above ground, 
and many variations of the same idea aud arranzements have been proposed. 
The liavility, he continues, of sucha complicated and extensive system of pipes 
as Mr. Bessemer’s to go wrong would produce far more danger than it would 
obviate, not to mention the impossibillty of keepingit up. A good-sized colliery 
would require gas works competent to supply a little town, an engine capable 
of drawing its coal, perhaps 20 miles of pipes. and some thousands of lights. 
The temperature would be greatly increased by the number of lights, which 
would necessarily be stationary (in itself a great disadvantage), and the danger 
of fixed lights to the putters anid those who travel is too well known already. In 
fact, I cannot trespass on your space to enumerate a tenth of the objections to 
it. And for what purpose does Mr. Bessemer advocate this system ? Because 
the miner requires a powerful light—one that never goes out, and never requires 
trimming. But, if so powerful a light is necessary, how is tt that the great 
proportion of miners prefer a Davy to a Clanny lamp, which gives the best 
light we know of? ‘The present lamps very seldom go out, and, as totrimming, 
a few seconds suffice for the operation, and it lasts three hours. For safety, 
convenience, and economy this system could never compete with a system of 
portable inexplosive lamps; and, as regards cost, where Mr. Bessemer’s plan 
would cost 10007., inexplosive lamps might cost él.” ’ 

Both Mr. Bessemer and Mr. MecVail, and, indeed, the colliery-pipers 
generally, appear to conclude that the adoption of their suggestions 
is dependent chiefly upon the question of the cost of a few miles of 
pipe; yet this is by no means the case, although it must be admitted 
that to carry out either plan in many of the collieries now working 
would give more employment in the iron trade than would result 
from the determination to introduce gas for the first time into a large 
town. The great objections are the impracticability of the sugges- 
tions, and the greatly increased danger which would result from their 
adoption. In comparing his own system with that of Mr. McVail’s, 
which it is thought might compete with it, Mr. Bessemer says :— 

“In my system I entirely dispense with the third pipe, by simply allowing the 
products of combustion to pass out of the lamp, as in the ordinary gas-lamps, 
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with this exception—the opening for the escaping gases will only be from \ to 
¥ in. in diameter, and from this orifice the products of combustion will issue 
under such pressure as effectually to prevent any ingress of the surrounding at- 
mosphere. These gas-lamps need never be put out, and the amountof light may 
be reduced at night by partly turning off the gas, but the flow of air should be 
continuous. Lean speak with full confidence on the question of stopping the 
flow of fluids into orifices from which air issues under pressure, having exten- 
sively employed this principle for many years; for example, in the bottom of a 
steel-converting vessel there are from 60 to 100 round holes of about 4 inch in 
diameter, from all of which air issues under pressure, and into this vessel is 
p ured 5 tons of molten tron, which is retained there fora period of 20 minutes, 
the air all the time forcing its way upward through the fluid iron; in spite of 
the great weight of the latter, not one drop of it falls through these openings 
into the chamber below, in consequence of the outflow of air from each orifice ; 
this operation is now repeated more than 100 times every day, and always with 
the same unerring result. Another still more familiar illustration of this prin- 
ciple is afforded by the ordinary use of gas, Which enters our houses at a pres- 
sure of about 44 0z. on thesquare inch. When we open the tap of a small bur- 
ner or theend of a gas pipe, what is the result? Why, simply this—the trifling 
pressure employed insures the outflow of the gas, and entirely excludes the sur- 
rounding atmosphere, the entrance of which would explode all our gas-pipes. 
With the millions of openings thus communicating with our gas-mains, never 
has there been a single instance of explosion from the entry of the external alr, 
nor could the foui air of the coal pit by any possibility enter a lamp from which 
a current of air was flowing through a small orifice, as described.”’ 

Now, every statement made by Mr. Bessemer is, no doubt, true ; 
but in connection with his proposition for colliery illumination they 
prove nothing, as they do not in any way relate to the question. 
There is no similarity between the action of a Bessemer converter 
and a Bessemer colliery lamp ; and the case he mentions of the or- 
dinary use of gas is equally inapplicable, since our gas-lights are not 
burned surrounded byan explosiveatmosphere, Something else must, 
therefore, be looked for to render colliery explosions impossible, 





THE LILLESHALL WoRKS,—The Lilleshall Company have had what 
might be considered quite a godsend, ia the discovery of a large patch 
of coal, which will add nine years to the workings at their Muxton 
pits. These pits were sunk twenty-seven years ago, at a very critical 
point of the coal field, near where the great boundary faults of the 
coal field are supposed to converge towards the long, narrow, knife- 
shaped igneous outbursts of felspathic rock, known as Lilleshall Hill. 
With this hill in front of them, and the boundary faults, us it was 
supposed, on either side of them, it was not expected that the shaft 
would get measures more than 100 yards to the north-east. Mr, E. 
Jones, however, the enterprising mining engineer of the company, re- 
solved, in spite, we believe, of the expressed views of the men, to have 
a series of headings driven through the disturbed ground, the result 
being that, after passing through a number of small faults 100 yards 
from; the bottom, the Marquises Coal was discovered, and the Top 
Coal found to go 600 yards further to the north-east; and what was 
equally pleasing, it was found maintaining a horizontal line, even 
to the right of the hill. The men went 600 yards beyond, when they 
found themseves in very disturbed ground, intersected by faults, which 
were chiefly swamp ones, one being a fall of 30 feet, Beyond this 
were others, some up and others down, and the ground seemed so 
unpromising that it was thought useless to go any further on the 
same level. By way of experiment, they then came back, and started 
in the Gur Coal, 30 ft. below, going horizontally away for 500 yards, 
and passing the same faults met with in the Fungus or Marquises 
Coal higher up—the result being that they had the extreme pleasure 
and gratification of meeting again with the valuable coal they had 
lost, and finding it good both in quality and thickness. We might 
add that there is now reason to believe that these coals will continue 
equally good along the side of the Lightmoor fault, right away to 
Lilleshall Abbey, atleast. This will add, we imagine, something like 
986,737 tons of superior coal to the estimated stock this important com- 
pany haveinstore. It appears that the company have received orders 
to prepare fire-bricks, wrought-iron casing, a pair of their horizontal 
blowing-engines, a hoist, and all the most approved appliances com- 
plete for smelting ores in the South of Russia, as an experiment. 
The Russian ores are said very much to resemble our argillaceous 
ironstones; and, indeed, this is very likely, seeing that their coal 
fields are tolerably identical with ours, only that they are a little 
older in point of age; and if the experiment now about to be made 
proves successful eight or nine similar engines and furnaces are to 
follow. The coal fields of the Russian empire cover an enormous area, 
and are highly productive in places; and it has long been held that, 
if properly opened up and worked as English enterprise, English 
machinery, and English hands work them, they would become a 
source of great economic value to that country, 





CoAL AND IRON IN THE UNITED STATES.—The Old Colony and 
Newport Railroad Company used in 1868-9, 650 tons of new rails in 
repairing its track. The St. Joseph and St. Louis Railroad is being 
prosecuted with great energy ; at the last dates the chairs and spikes 
for the road had been accumulated, and track-laying was expected 
to be commenced in a few days. The section of the Boston, Hart- 
ford, and Erie Railroad, between Putnam and Willimontie, will be 
in running order before the close of this year; a great bridge over 
the Quinnebaug, at Putnam, containing two spans of 150 feet each, 
and to cost $100,000, is nearly finished. The iron for the track on 
the Queen Anne’s and Kent Railroad has reached the scene of ope- 
rations, and at the last dates track-laying was expected to be imme- 
diately commenced. The New Haven and Northampton Railroad 
has placed 190 new freight and coal cars upon its line. The neces- 
sary iron for the construction of the North and South Alabama Rail- 
road from Montgomery to Decatur has been secured. 





EXPorts OF RAILWAY IRoN.—The total quantity of railway iron | 
exported from the United Kingdom in June was 95,039 tons, as com- | 
pared with 62,773 tons in June, 1868, and 52,640 tons in June, 1867. 
The exports of railway iron to the United States showed some little 





decline in June, but there was a great expansion in the shipments to 
Russia ; there was also some increase in the Canadian and Australian | 
demand. The aggregate exports of railway iron from the United | 
Kingdom for the six months ending June 30 this year were 415,784 
tons, as compared with 296,542 tons in the corresponding period of | 
1868, and 251,927 tons in the corresponding period of 1867. The great | 
customers for our railway iron are Russia, the United States, and | 
India, Russia took 86,786 tons to June 30 this year, against 20,214 | 
tons in the corresponding period of 1868 ; the United States, 168,348 
tons, against 148,544 tons; and India, 37,199 tons, against 49,494 tons, 
The value of the railway iron exported from the United Kingdom in 


June was 790,729/., against 505,232/. in June, 1868, and 469,4662. in 
June, 1867 ; and in thesixmonths ending June30 this year 3,271,3232., 
against 2,314,262. in the corresponding period of 1868, and 2,096,2817. 
in the corresponding period of 1867. 





MINING, METALS, AND MINERALS—PATENT MATTERS, 
BY MICHAEL HENRY,

Mr. THOS. AVELING, of Rochester, has specified a patent relating 
to machinery to be employed in steam-cultivation. This invention 
relates to an improvement in the driving-gear of travelling steam- 
engines, which are intended to be used in pairs to draw the cultivator 
across the field under cultivation. It has been found that with en- 
gines fitted with winding-drums working on vertical stud axles under 
the boiler, as at present arranged, the winding-on drum of that engine 
which has the driving-wheel or pinion on the hedge side is subjected 
to excessive vibration, which causes rapid wear and tear of the bear- 
ings and journals of the drum spindle, whereas the drum of the 
other engine works with smoothness, In order to avoid this great 
practical inconvenience, and at the same time to economise power, 
it is proposed to construct the engines in pairs, or as counterparts the 
one of the other, so far as respects the driving gear, so that the two 
engines when placed opposite each other in the field will both drive 
as well as draw from the land side. 

Mr, Louis HANNART, of King-street, Clerkenwell, has obtained a 
patent for the manufacture of types and dies, and the apparatus for 
such manufacture. The first part of these improvements relates to 
the manufacture of type and other like articles by casting them in 
moulds, and the second part toa method of making type of wrought 
and rolled metal, the letters being cut out by machinery. As regards 
type made by casting in moulds, the improvement consists in making 
a long pattern, or trough, in wood, or other suitable material or sub- 
stance, with several separate letters thereon or therein, placed at suit- 
able distances asunder for the purpose hereafter stated. The pattern 
when cast from in sand is placed on a planing-machine, and all the 
sides planed true, and toa gauge; this done, the casting is cut or di- 
vided crosswise by a circular saw, or by any other means, so as to se- 
parate the letters, which are then ready to be set up by the printer, 
each piece being as near as may be of the same size, so that when set 
up they may present a flush surface, By the above meuns it is pro- 
posed to manufacture characters or devices other than type, such as 
embossing-blocks, and other ornamenting tools used by bookbinders ; 
also crests, monograms, seals, endorsing stamps, and numbering, dat- 
ing, and alphabetical wheels used in stamping and endorsing ma- 
chines employed for various purposes. In using metals which are 
subject to oxidation, it is proposed, if necessary, to subject them to 
a well-known galvanising or other process, 





REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE, 

Aug. 19.—As we have previously stated, the Iron Trade of both dis- 
tricts of this county is fully as active as it was, A steady supply of 
small orders keeps the works not completely employed, but going at 
a moderate rate, and a hopeful viewis taken of the future, Though 
no very large amount of rails is being rolled in Staffordshire, the ac- 
tivity in that departmentis the main cause of the degree of improve- 
ment which has been experienced during the present quarter. Pig- 
iron is fully as firm, and, on the whole, the trade may be said to be 
healthy. The fact that the Patent Shaft and Axle-Tree Compary 
has paid 15 per cent. dividend, in spite of bad times, gives good pro- 
mise of the soundness of that concern, the transfer of which to a 
limited company forms a striking contrast to many similar disposals 
of private concerns to joint-stock companies. 

The miners are tolerably well employed, both in North and South 
Staffordshire. Mr. Pickard, a delegate from Lancashire, has again 
addressed a meeting this week at Dudley, with a view to form a 
Miners’ Union for the whole country, the object being to prevent 
Staffordshire miners going to other districts. It remains to be seen 
whether the workmen will consent thus to deprive themselves of the 
opportunity of transferring their skill to the best market. It was 
agreed at the meeting to hold a conference of miners of the Midland 
districts, at Dudley, in September. 

The Lilleshall Company, in which the noble Secretary for the Co- 
lonies, Earl Granville, is the chief partner, has made another fortu- 
nate exploration. At their Muxton Bridge pits they sank a shaftin 
1842, and Mr. E. Jones, their manager, in opposition to the opinion 
of the miners, has had a series of headings driven through the ig- 
neous disruptions of the strata, which are found in a line parallel on 
Lilleshall Hill. The ground was found to have been very much frac- 
tured and disturbed, but 100 yards from the bottom the “ Marquises 
coal” was found, and was lying in a horizontal position. Going 
600 yards further, a great disturbance was passed through in several 
faults, but by trying another direction they found the same seam, 
and of good thickness and quality. It is supposed that this will add 
some millions of tons to the previously estimated yield of the com- 
pany’s mines, 

It is also stated that the Lilleshall Company have received an 
order for the necessary castings, fire-bricks, and a pair of horizontal 
blowing engines, for the purpose of trying the experiment of smelt- 
ing the argillaceous iron ore of the South of Russia on the spot. 

Messrs. Claridge and North, proprietors of a large foundry at 
Bradley, near Bilston, are erecting an apparatus for paring the ends 
of rails, and for doing other similar work. It weighs 35 tons, and is 
12 ft. high, wrought-iron shaft, with alarge camoneitherend, The 
shaft has four bearings, and one peculiarity in it is that whilst an or- 
dinary machine has what is termed an overhanging bearing, this has 
an outside bearing for the cam, each cam between two bearings on 
cither side of the machine. Between the frames, upon a large dove- 
tailed bed or plate, stands the engine which drives the machine, and 
is of 12-in. cylinder and 12-in. stroke. it is adapted for straightening 
rails, and for cutting or shearing rails, large puddle bars, angle iron, 
or, indeed, any of the usual extra sizes of merchant iron. Another 
important feature of the machine is that whilst in most apparatus of 
this class the frame is made in one entire piece, usually in the shape 
of a box casting, the frames here are in parts, so that should an ac- 
cident occur and one of them get broken the defective portion is easily 
replaced. The fly-wheelis3 tons weight. Several special merits are 
claimed for it by the makers. The one being made is for Messrs.

Hopkins, Gilkes, and Co., of Middlesborough. 

At the Dudley County Court, on Saturday, a miner sued his but- 
ties for a fortnight’s wages in lieu of notice. There was a regula- 
tion at the colliery—that of Messrs. Grazebrook and Aston—that if 
there was no work to do the men could not demand notice. Plain- 
tiff was summarily dismissed on June 10, owing to a fall of coal. Mr. 
Kettle, the judge, decided that this was not the exception prescribed, 
as it arose from an accident under the control, to a greater or less 
degree, of the masters. The man, however, had not tried to get work 
in the fortnight, and as the law is now based on making up for damages 
incurred, his Honour only allowed a part of the claim and costs, 

The Workshops Act is, perhaps, nowhere more wanted to be put 
in force than at Willenhall. A very large proportion of locks, cur- 
rycombs, &c., produced there are made in little shops where there 
are often only the owner and a boy or two employed, and where there 
is frequently a total absence of any regularity. 
Sessions, on Monday, a Mr. E. Groves charged his apprentice with 
neglecting his work. It wasshownin defence that the hours of work 
were very long, and that the boy had been regularly to work the 
whole of Friday night. The case was most properly dismissed. 

Mr. Spooner, stipendiary magistrate, sitting at West Bromwich, on 
Monday tined Mr. £. Holmes, as owner of a colliery at that place, 202. 
for neglecting to keep the top of a disused shaft safely fenced. It 
was within 15 ft. of a footpath, and quite a play place for children. 
It had been covered with a single brick arch, which had fallen in. 
Mr. Spooner offered to reduce the fine to 102. if defendant would in 
a fortnight make the covering really secure, which, after leaving the 
Court in some anger, he returned to say he would do. The prosecu- 
tion was taken at the instance of Mr, Baker, the Government In- 
spector. Costs were imposed on the defendant. 

At the inquest on the Charity Colliery Explosion, near Nuneaton, 
evidence was adduced showing a lamentable want of the discipline 
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necessary for securing safety to the workmen, and a verdict, strongly 
reflective upon the under-viewer, was found—“ That the deceased died 
from burns accidentally received tn the workings of the Charity Colliery. at 
Bedworth : and the jury further state that they are of opinion that great care- 
lessness has been shown on the part of the under-viewer of the colllery.”’ The 
air course man found a heap of dirt, which impeded ventilation, and merely 
told the deceased to remove it, but did not see to its removal, The under-viewer, 
again, seemed to thiuk that if the men were supplied with materials to secure 
safe’ y it was no business of his to see that they were used, The coroner, in ad- 
dressing the under-viewer (Mr. Hugh Marsh), said that he thought there was 
no one in the room but must be strongly of opinion that there hau been gross 
neglect in the workings. In the first place, he had an atr-course man who 
cannot read, and therefore rulesto him areaciphber. According to his evidence, 
he had taken his instructions from him. He bad told him of the accumulation 
and dirt more than once, and he did not seem to have taken any notice of It. 
Further procecdings will, doubtless, be taken in the matter. 

The Dudley Correspondent of the Wolverhampton Chronicle says— 

“ Generally speaking, the Iron Trade is not in a satisfactory state, 
and there are mauy mills and forges which are not doing more than two-thirds- 
work. On the west side of this town there are some few which are being kept 
pretty fully at work, and have been for the last year anda half—tin fact, ever 
since the last reduction, and have well maintained the rates fixed upon at the 
period referred to—Marked common bars, 7l, at the works; best bars, Sl. ; 
sheets, 81. LOs. ; doubles, 101.; nail sheets, 8l.; latten, IIL, 10s. ; boiler-plates, 
8l. 10s. ; best and best best, in the same ratio ; common rods, 71, ; hoops, 8l.; gas 
strip, 7/. 10s, ; and allothersorts in proportion. Second and third-class makers 
are selling considerably below these rates, and prices are governed according 
to circumstances. The current prices are as follows for pig-iron:—All mine 
hot blast, of first-rate quality, from 3l. 7s.6d, to 31. 15s. ; cold blast, from 4l. 5s. 
to 41. 10s. ; best native hydrate pigs, 31. 7s. 6d. to 4l., according to the brand ; 
best grey forge, 31. ; mottled, 2l. 17s, 6d. ; mine pigs, with a modicum of flue 
cinder, from 21. 15s. to 22. 17s. 6d. ; melters, 1, 2,and 3, from 2l, 12s. 6d. to 21, 158. 
Considerable aiterations are being made at some of the blast-furnaces in the 
district, In order to save fuel, by the utilising of the gases, This is now neces- 
sary, owing to the decreasing supplies of Thick coal. This bed of coal is so well 
adapted for iron-making purposes, being comparatively free from sulphar, that 
every care should be taken of what is left,’’ 





REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES, 


Aug. 19.—The Iron Trade of this district has not materially altered 
its position during the past week, the great ironmasters being actively 
engaged in shipping considerable quantities of rails at the local ports, 
principally for Russia and the United States; and as the Baltic ship- 
ping season is now rapidly approaching its close, several steamers are 
being laden with rails for the Muscovite empire. Vessels are also 
wauted to take rails to the United States, but owners are evidently 
holding back, with the idea that higher shipping rates will shortly 
be offered. No rail contracts of importance have been entered into 
during the past two or three weeks, but the demand continues un- 
abated, and there are several buyers desirous of placing contracts 
for early delivery, but as makers have sufficient orders to keep them 
fairly employed up to the end of the year, it is not probable that they 
will succeed in accomplishing their object, unless higher prices are 
paid, and the time for delivery somewhat extended, Strong hopes 
are entertained that the demand for rails will continue active after 
the close of the Russian shipping season, and there are unmistakable 
indications that such will be the case, as considerable quantities will 
be required for continental lines, and India will also require large 
supplies for the renewal of permanent way, whilst Russia will be a 
heavy purchaser for some years tocome, The purchases of the home 
railway companies are stiil below what was expected a short time 
ago; but buyers of miscellaneous descriptions are entering into trans- 
actions a little more freely, Quietness characterises the Pig-Iron 
Trade, and but few sales have been effected during the past week. 
A slight improvement is reported in the Tin-Plate Trade, the demand 
for coke qualities having slightly increased. 

The Steam Coal Trade is gradually, but slowly, recovering from 
the depression which has prevailed for several months past, but the 
quantity cleared for the mail packet stations and the principal foreign 
markets is still below the average. There are more enquiries from 
some of the Baltic ports, and about the usual quantity is being sent 
to the French markets. There is little doing with the Mediterra- 
nean and the continental markets, the clearances not being so large 
as they usually are at this period of the year. The dulness in the 
steam coal trade for the past three months has been almost unpa- 
ralleled, and it is expected that in consequence several collieries will 
shortly change hands. The shipments coastwise of house qualities 
ave rather below the average. 

Operations have been commenced at the Blaina Works, and it is 
said the new firm is tolerably well placed for orders. 

The Blaenafon Company, it issaid, contemplate erecting more blast- 
furnaces, the nine now in operation being fouud insufficient to produce the quan- 
tity of iron required. 

A general conference of the miners of South Wales has been held 
at Poutypridd to-day (Thursday). Delegates from all the pits in Glamor- 
gaushire and Monmouthshire have been invited to discuss the following propo- 
sitions :—1. The necessity of a general Unionof the South Wales miners,—2, Is 
eight hours per day long enough for a miner to work, and by what means can 
it be adopted (not double-shift work) ?—3. Is a rise of wages desirable, and If 
so, how shall we get the same ?—4,. The Mines Inspection Bill.—5. The Trades 
Union Bill. The foregoing propositions have been considered by the miuers of 
Lancashire, who have seut a Mr, Thomas Halliday to South Wales to inform 
the inluers what measures their Lancashire brethreu are about to adopt. He 
explained that one of the first things to be done was to follow the example of 
their Lancashire fellow-workmen—cto send out delegates tocauvass the country, 
in order to give au exposition of their principles to the miners throughout the 
Principality; after wuich they should, premising that they adopted Trades 
Union principles, send deputations to the general meetings held throughout the 
kingdom, to represent the feelings of the various Welsh counties. He commented 
upon the manner in which the Welsh had favoured Union priuciples. He had 
travelled through a great deal of Wales,and had always found them hearty pro- 
moters of the cause; aud in this matter he believed the Welsh to be especially 
desirous of being a blessing to themselves and a blessingtoallothers. ‘The first 
resolution was, after a long discussion, agreed to, aud it was then resolved that 
a general Union of South Wales miuers be established at once, and that its ope- 
rations commence from this date, The motion was unanimously carried, It 
was next proposed and carried that a rate of 44d. per head per week be levied 
on each of the colliers of Glamorganshire for the next four weeks, in order to 
defray sundry expenses that may be incurred by the management. The consl- 
d ration of the other resolutions was postponed to a future meeting, to be held 
in a month's time, and of which due notice will be given. The officers ap- 
pointed to act temporarily were—Chairman, Mr. John Jones Treherbert ; vice- 
chairman, Mr. Lewis Morgan ; secretary, Mr. George Cole, Aberdare; treasurer, 
Mr. J. Jones, 26, Incline-row, Ynysewimaiman ; managing committee, Mr. Morris 
Morris, Cwmbach, Aberdare; Mr. Thos. Morgan, Cwmbach, Aberdare; and Mr, 
Bevjaminu Nicholas, Monmouthshire. 

The directors of the Gnoll Collieries have decided to commence 
operations in the former workings at once, and it is said 500 men will shortly 
be employed there. 

A case was heard in the Aberdare Police Court, on Tuesday, which 
it is to be hoped will prove a warning, not only to the colliers tu the Aberdare 
Valley, but throughout the whole of South Wales. It was that of Thos. Price, 
a collier, who was charged with smoking in the Aberaman Colliery on the 12th 
inst. The defendant had worked nine years at the colliery, and on the night 
in question Cateb ‘Tillett, the night foreman, smelt tobacco smoke through the 
night course, aud, going in search of it, saw a light on the ground, and noticed 
the defendant lying on the ground with his hand shut. He opened his hand, 
and found a warm pipe in it. A copy of the certified rules was put in by Mr, 
Thomas, the manager, one of which prohibited taking a pipe down the pit, 
smoking tobacco, or liguting a match there. The bench considered the case 
proved. The practice of smoking was not only dangerous to the defendant, but 
to hundreds of others who were working for their livelihood, If the men would 
not obey the rules they must be punished for it, for the safety of the colllers 
must be consulted, [t oughe to be well kuown to him, who Lad been working 
so long at the pit, what the rules were. It was high time that some very severe 
puuishment should be inflicved, and the sentence of the Court was that he be 
imprisoned and Kept to hard labour for six weeks, 

The Taff Vale Railway directors recommend a dividend at the rate 
of 946 per cout. per anuum, as compared with 844 in the corresponding half of 
last year, One particularly satisfactory statement la the report ts the reduc- 
tion of the loss by the Penarth lease, the loss for the past half-year amounting 
to 63061. 14s, 9d.,as compared with 11,4331. 18s,in the preceding half-year. The 
report further states that indications are not wanting of a beneficial change 
taking place in the commercial affairs of the district. 

Some little time ago a scheme was projected for carrying a tunnel 
under the River Severu, and we have just reecived from Mr. Williams, of the 
Monmouthshire Railway, particulars of the following scheme, which, if carried

to Loudou veing 145 miles, thereby shorcculug Cae disiance bo Loudon 14 miles, 
the distance to Southampton 109 mt iustead of tue present route, which is 
very cirevitous, and what ts salt of Newport evn be sald of the whwle of South 
Wales.

REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE. 


Aung.19.—There is but little change in the trade doing at the prin- 
cipal iron works in Derbyshire, the foundries being now the best em- 
ployed, as they have been for some considerable time past. There 
is an improvement in the business doing in coal, and the tonnage 
going to London shows a considerable increase, and which is likely 
to continue as the season advances, As we anticipated some months 
since, the Midland Railway has now taken the lead as the purveyor 
of coal to the metropolis, and last month it stood at the head of all 
the railways having their terminithere, An effort is now being made 
to have a line of railway made from Ashborne, to join the Midland 
Railway, by way of Driftield and Wirksworth—the latter being the 
principal seat of the lead mining and smelting of that part of Derby- 
shire. The line would be rather more than eight miles, and the esti- 
mated cost is about 50007. per mile. It is considered by the leading 
inhabitants that the work should be done by the Midland Company, 
and it is believed that that company, when it has got clear of some 
of its present engagements, so far as new branches are concerned, 
will undertake the work. 

In South Yorkshire there has been no change whatever in the po- 
sition of affairs, and the masters and the men who have been so long 
out still maintain their attitude of opposition. There appears not 
the slightest chance of a very large proportion of the men ever again 
resuming work at the collieries in which they were formerly em- 
ployed, as the effort to conduct many of them on “free labour” prin- 
ciples has, so far, been successful. The trade in Coal shows no im- 
provement whatever, and the tonnage of Silkstones being sent to 
London is much less for the senson than for many years past. With 
regard to the carriage rate to the metropolis, there has nothing as 
yet transpired as to the course likely to be taken by the Great 
Northern Company, but it is generally believed that a change will 
shortly take place, with a view to giving the coalowners of South 
Yorkshire somechance of competing with those of Derbyshire. Steam 
Coal has not been in such good request, the deposits at Grimsby hav- 
ing been blocked up during the last few days, but it is not expected 
to last, seeing that shippers are now very desirous of sending off all 
they can to the North of Europe before the closing of the Baltic. 

The Miners’ National Council met at the Central Market Hotel, 
Leeds, on Aug, 13, for the transaction of business. The districts represented 
were South and West Yorkshire, South Staffordshire, Lancashire, and North- 
umberland. Mr. McDonald was in the chair.—The President called the atten- 
tion of the meeting tothe withdrawal of the Mines Bill, Hethought the Govern- 
ment was far from doing its duty in the matter. After some further remarks 
from the President, the Council, which had representatives from all the great 
mining centres, unanimously agreed to the following resolutions :— 

“That we have seen, with surprise and regret, that the Government has 
abandoned the Bill for the better Regulation of Mines, the Council at the same 
time hope the Government will really redeem thelr pledge, by enquiring fully into 
all the recent mine explosions, and bring tn a measure next year to stay the fear- 
ful loss of life. The Council of the Miners’ Association would also entreat all 


the friends of humanity to press on the Government the duty of bringing ina | 


measure that will fully protect the miner in his dangerous occupation,”* 


**The Council further resolved that tt was their deliberate opinion that all | 


the recont explosions of mines were owing to the want of proper ventilation tn 
places whero they had taken place; and these events would never be completely 
prevented till the law made it a crime to work mines with Inadequate ventila- 
tion, under any circumstances whatever.”’ 

It was next moved and agreed : 

* That the Council recommend the miners generally, throughout the United 
Kingdom, to petition both House of Parliament by the opening of the next 
session to pass a Mines Bill that will give ample protection to tthe-miners ia 
following their hazardous employments.”* 

“That Messrs. Normansell (South Yorkshire) and Burt (Northumberland) 
attend the Congress of Trades Unions, to be held at Birmingham on Angust 24."" 

Mr. Pickard (Wigan) next drew the attention of the Couneil to the late explo- 
sion at Haydock, and requested its advice whether, from the terms of the verdict 
at the coroner's Inquest, the relatives of thesufferers could not obtain compensa- 
tion either from the manager orowner? = Hlestated thattheowner had informed 


the guardians that he Intended to relieve all the sufferers from that exploston | 


himself, without their troubling the Poor-law Unton. After some discussion 
as to the state of the law bearing upon the case, it was resolved— 
Council instruct Mr. Pickard to take cognizance of all matters relating to the 
late explosion, in the way of evidence, and report to the Conference.”’ 

After some discussion, it was farther resolved—‘* That the next Conference 
be held in the Mechantes’ Institution, David-street, off Portland-street, Man- 
chester, on Tuesday, Jan. 11, 1870, commencing at 10 o'clock In the morning.”’ 

It was also unanimously agreed—** That the best thanks of the Miners’ 
National Association be tendered to Lord Eleho forthe deep interest he has 
taken In the welfare of the miners during the late sesston of Parliament,”’ 

The Council then broke up, after sitting upwards of five hours. 

The dispute between the colliers on strike at Tyldesley and their 
employers (Messrs. Holland and Green) still continues, The latter, it appears, 
wish to Introduce, at the Common Pit, larger tubs than those hitherto used, 
which change, according to the en's statements, will cause from 11d, to 1s, per 
ecore of tubs loss to the ** getter.’”’

EXTRACTING OIL FROM COAL SHALEIN THE WEST RIDING.—The 
West Riding Iron and Coal Company, whose extensive collieries and tron works 
are situate at Kast Ardsley and at Tingley, between Leeds and Wakefield, have 
now bo fewer than 30 retorts employed in extracting ofl from coal shale. The 
shale is found in the seam of black coal, or top bed, at a distance of about65 yards 
from the surface. The shale ts chipped off the coal at the pit top, and Is then 
taken to the retorts, which are charged with {t every 24 hours. The vital part 
of the shale passes away in vapour, and is caught by condensing-pipes, being thus 
liquidised, and so passed into tanks. It is then pumped into stills, where it is 
chemically treated, and the tar extracted from it. After going through various 
other processes it is rendered fit for use. Two kinds of oil are thusmade, The 
lighter one is used in lamps, and the heavier for greasing machinery. ‘The sedi- 
ment is placed in cloths and pressed by hydraulic power, after which it is used 
for making paraffin candles.

The discovery of salt at Middlesborough some time ago, by the ex- 
tensive firm of Bolekow, Vaughan, and Co. (Limited), whilst boring 
for water at their works there, has since that time led to much spe- 
culation as to whether there is any quantity of the mineral under 
Middlesborough and neighbourhood, That there is salt is proved be- 
yond a doubt, and a little while ago Messrs. Pease commenced ope- 
rations for satisfying themselves whether the deposit extended under 
land in their possession, but for the present we believe the action is 
suspended, Messrs. Bolekow, Vaughan, and Co. are, however, about 
to sink two pits, each to an estimated depth of about 200 fathoms, 
at their Middlesborough works, for the purpose of properly getting 
at the salt, and are asking tenders (which are to be lodged by the 
18th proximo) for the sinking of the same, so that it will probably 
become known in the course of a few months how far the bed may 
be relied upon as workable, and its commercial value ascertained. 

The Coal Trade is still very depressed, although there are more hope- 
ful signs of better times than there has been for months past. House 
Coals are in better request, and also coals for gas purposes. Coke 
is in fair demand, and contracts of some magnitude have recently 
been negociated in this district. Shipments of coals and coke, also, 
are somewhat better. 





TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR, 


Neweastle, Aug. 19.—The accounts received are more cheering re- 
specting the Coal Tradein Durham, and the collieries generally have 
been doing pretty well of late. Most of the coking coal collieries, 
gas, and house coal works are certainly doing better, and while there 
is great room for improvement in demand and also in prices, which 
are miserably poor, the autumn demand promises to be tolerably good. 
Although there are considerable stocks at many of the works it must 
not be forgotten that no stocks are held by coal dealers, and if a hard 
winter should occur the demand for all kinds must be considerably 
improved. Indeed, the approach of the winter season has already 
had the effect of improving the demand considerably. The arrivals 
in the Tyne have only been moderate, consisting of 168 vessels, The 
freights to London are very low, being 5s. 3d. to 5s. 6d. per ton for 
Hamburg, 62. per keel for steamers, and 77. 10s. for sailing vessels. 
Baltic rates remain as before—8/, to 9. per keel to the Danish ports, 
and 122. to Cronstadt. A good business has been done with the 
Italian ports, and also to Spain, the East Indies, &c. The arrivals 
and sailings in the Wear and at the Hartlepools have also been mo- 
derate, but 144 vessels have sailed from the Hartlepools with coals, 
so that the coal trade, as already remarked, has been more animated. 
It is stated that the German Coal Trade is beginning to check the 
introduction of English coal at Swinemunde and other points, but as 
the coal spoken of is, it appears, very poor in quality, and only ca- 
pable of being used when mixed with English coal, it is hardly likely 
that much injury will be sustained from this cause. 

At Monkwearmouth the men have got fairly settled to work again, 
and although there are some heart-burnings, consequent on the long 

struggle just passed through, the business proceeds as well as can be 
expected. The whole of the men have not been employed, and, of 
| course, the two leaders in the strike not engaged—indeed, it could 
hardly be supposed that they wished to be employed. The Union is 
still kept up by the men, and they wish, if possible, to extend it to 
the whole of the county of Durham, Mr. Richardson to be employed 
as paid agent to the said Union. But as yet little progress has been 
made in extending the Union, nor is it at all likely that it will take 
any permanent root here; certainly the work it has performed at 
| Monkwearmouth ought to cause the men to be very cautious about 
taking the advices, or following the leadership, of the Monkwear- 
mouth men in any way. It may be worth while to enquire for a 
moment what is the present position of these men. They were en- 
gaged to serve the owners of Monkwearmouth Colliery oue year, to 
expire on April 5, 1870; but this agreement or bond was broken, 
|} and they have now no guarantee that they will be employed but only 
| from fortnight to fortnight, and their prices are also uncertain. By 
| giving a fortnight’s notice the owners can make any change, or de- 
| termine the engagement of all the men, or any part of them. This 
|} is surely no improvement on the old arrangement, but the contrary. 
| Some misunderstanding has taken place between the workmen and 
/ masters at the Haswell Colliery. It appears that considerable dis- 
satisfaction has existed among them since the last yearly bindings 
| in April, when considerable reductions were made in therates. How- 
| ever, the manager, Mr. Lishman, had succeeded in arranging matters, 
| by giving a little addition to the main body of hewers; but, on Mon- 
day last the putters and some others did not commence work, and 
| thus, although the work has not been entirely laid off, it has been 
| very seriously obstructed. The reason given for this is that the put- 
| ters are not satisfied with the rates paid to them, and wish to secure 
| an advance; the course they have pursued, however, is hardly likely 

to aid them in their endeavour to secure a rise. 
| The engine shops and manufactures generally are better employed 
‘than for some time past, and the general trade of the district is con- 
| sidered to be slowly but surely improving. Of course many of the 


| works are engaged in supplying engines and boilers for the nume- 





| rous steam ships in course of construction, and there is a better de- 
| mand for oolliery machinery, both for home consumption and for 
works abroad. The rolling mills of the district are pretty well em- 
| ployed, the demand for ship-plates and rails being extremely good, 
Bay tag | 
| and the stocks of pig-iron and manufactured rails is not large. The 
| demand for merchant bars is not so good, but the North cannot as 
| yet be said to produce a large quantity of this kind of iron. South 
| Wales and Staffordshire have until lately monopolised the chief trade 
|in best bars and best boiler-plates, but a change has been gradually 
| * . . seri 
| going on in this respect, and the manufacture of the best descrip- 
| tions of iron is likely to be largely increased. Indeed the Weardale 
| Company has hitherto been almost the only firm in the North pro- 
ducing the best brands on a large scale. The introduction of the 
Ridsdale iron, if the ore can be furnished in sufticient quantities, 
willenable the local makers here to produce, by admixture with other 
| ores, bars and plates of the very best quality, indeed this has already 
| been done at the works of Messrs. Hawks and Crawshay, Gateshead, 
| Bars of the very best description have been produced at those works 
lately; some difficulty was, indeed, met with at first in the puddling 
| of this fine kind of iron, but this difficulty was soon completely over- 
| come, and, as remarked above, bars of the best description are now 
produced, It is very probable that the make of best iron for bars, 
| boiler-plates, &c., will be much extended here shortly. 
The North-Eastern Railway Company half-yearly meeting is to be 
| held at York on Friday. The accounts to be submitted to the shareholders are 
of the most cheering character, a large increase having taken place in nearly 
all the branches of traffic, the totel increase amounting to upwards of 100,0002. 
Increased dividends will be paid on most divisions of the Nori h-Eastern system, 
and it isevident that when the important line is completed by the Team Valley 
| to Ferry Hill, increased prosperity is in store for the North-Eastern Railway. 
The Blyth and Tyne Railway Company meeting is to be held in a 
few days also, and here a great falling off has taken place in the coal traffic 
owing Lo the dull state of the steam coal trade, which has reduced the revenne. 
However, the strictest economy has been observed, and it is announced that a 
dividend of 9 per cent, will be paid, in spite of all drawbacks, which is certainly 
very satisfactory 
At the Tyneside Naturalists’ Field Club meeting, held at Woodhorn, 
near Newbiggen, a most elaborate paper was read by Mr. T. P. Barkas, of New- 
castle, the subject being one to which he has paid considerable attention—the 
fossils of the coal measures found in the Northern Coal Field, and particularly 
those found in the shales of Northun-berland. Many curious specimens were 
described and shown, and among the number was the theso-called ** Mammal,” 
which has been the subject of so much dispute. Mr. Barkas expressed the opi- 
nion that the specimen is that of a mamwal, and is really the remains of the 
| jaw of a young monkey of a certain tribe, Many of the members, however, en- 
| certain the opinion that the fossil is that of a fish. It appears that a drawing 
of the fossil has been forwarded to Professor Owen, but no reply from him has 


that the fossils of mammals will be found in the coal measures, and it will be 
interesting to hear the result of the examinations of eminent geologists. Mr. 
Barkas appears to be very confident that he possesses the remaius of a mammal 
found in the coal measures, 








REPORT FROM SCOTLAND. 


Aug. 18,—We have had an easier market in Pig-Iron this week, 
caused, not by diminution in business, but by pretty heavy imports 
of pigs from Middlesborough, at prices under current rates for Scotch. 
The shipments from the Scotch ports for the week ending yesterday 
were also large, being 17,070 tons (10,680 tons of which were sent to 
foreign ports), against 14,855 tons in the corresponding week of last 
year. Since last week we have had imports of English pigs to the 
extent of fully 1500 tons, To-day the market was better than yester- 
day by 3d. a ton, cash sales having taken place at 52s, 14d. cash, and 
52s. 43d. a month, closing sellers, buyers a shade less. No. 1., g.m.b., 
52s, 3d.; No. 3, 51s. 3d.; makers’ iron, Coltness and Gartsherrie, 61s., 
but none of this brandon sale; Calder,58s.; Langloan, 54s,6d.; Glen- 
garnock, 55s. 6d.; Summerlee, 57s. 6d.; Govan, 53. 6d. Makers of 
Finished Iron are being pressed, in some instances, for delivery for 
the autmn traders, and there is the appearance of increased activity 
at several of the works, but the heads of the firms informed us that 
it was a merely temporary spurt to deliver in time forshipment. The 
mills in this district, as well as at Coatbridge, are kept going with 
small miscellaneous orders, and the Glasgow Iron Company are run- 
ning off a contract for steel-topped rails, at te:yms which have been 
kept private from the trade. Pipe-founders have their hands full of 
orders, but those engaged on ornamental and architectural castings 
are quieter. Railway chairs are in demand for export. Prices all 
round unchanged. 

Coals are quiet, although about an average trade is passing, and 
as the ironmasters are doing a large portion of the sale trade at very 
low quotations, on account of the low rates of transit accorded them 
by the railway companies, coalmasters are feeling their position very 
keenly. Theminers are rather taking the part of the coalmasters, be- 
lieving that were it not for ironmasters pressing prices down by their 
privileged railway rates wages would have been higher. This is the 
reason some miners urge for insisting on a strike for an advance of 
wages, as they consider prices unduly depressed by unfair competi- 
tion. If this course is not successful, they will then endeavour to 
turn their hands to other occupations ; and already some of their 
number are on their way to the United States. The shipments of 
coals from all the Scotch ports for this week were 26,330 tons, against 
27,540 tons in the same week of 1868, showing nearly as full ship- 
ments, Ata meeting of the miners of this district, held yesterday at 
Bogle’s Hole, on the banks of the Clyde, the following resolution was 
carried, after a long and wordy discussion :— 

** We, the miners of the Glasgow district, determine this day that upon no 
account will we resume our labour till our just demands be conceded ; and, fur- 
ther, we call upon the miners in Lanarkshire to act towards those of our men 
who have gone amongst them as becomes brothers in one cause,”’ 

The meeting was fairly attended, and it was ascertained, from the 
role of the works, that during the four weeks the strike had lasted 
fully one-half of the men had left for other districts. ‘The Chair- 
man (Mr, John Muir) urged upon the colliers the propriety of con- 
tinuing the strike till they had received the same rate of wages as 
the miners in the middle and upper wards of Lanarkshire. 

Direct accounts from the gold diggings in Sutherlandshire report 
that the Valley of the Kildonan is profitably auriferous, but in fur- 
ther prosecuting the search for gold a further area and a right to dig 
deep or sink shafts is necessary, and if the Duke would concede this 
boon to those willing to prosecute the search operations would be von- 
tinued, If this is not done a great diminution will take place in the 
number of diggers at once. 

Lancefield forge, in full operation, with land and buildings, ex- 
posed to-day by public sale, at the reduced upset price of 30,0002., 
was adjourned, Also the Oil Refinery, which was to have been ex- 
posed at 2500/., was withdrawn previous to the hour of sale, 





MINING BY MACHINERY—HAUPT’S BORING-MACHINE, 


It has already been mentioned in the Mining Journal that some 
important improvements upon General Haupt’s Boring Machinery 
had been devised by Mr, J. A. M‘Kean, the holder of the patent rights 
for Europe, and the patent under which they are protected has now 
been specified. The frame is constructed in a novel manner, so as 
to facilitate the supporting and adjusting of the drilling mechanism, 
and peculiar means are employed in connection with the feed ar- 
rangement, so as to prevent the injurious effects of vibration and 
concussion caused by the rapid action of the drill. The frame iscon- 
structed of two wrought-iron side-plates, secured by tie-rods. The 
drill-cylinder is formed with a trunnion at one side, fitted to turn in 
a boss, formed on a plate extending across the frame, and secured 
thereto by flanges, provided with slots to receive sectors attached to 
the cylinder cover, The arms extend downward, and form part of a 
circle, whose centre is the cylinder trunnion, so that if the cylinder 
be turned they will slide freely through the slots. When the cylin- 
der is adjusted to the desired angle upon its trunnion, the sectors are 
secured in the slots by pinching screws. The trunnion-plate is hinged 
to the side-plates, and there are slots and studs to keep it in position. 
These apertures form rather more than the quarter of a circle, whose 
centre is the joint whereby the flanges of the trunnion-plate are sup- 
ported. The frame is supported upon adjustable pointed metal rods, 
which pass through sockets at the corner of the frame. The sockets 
have pinching screws for adjusting the rods. Sometimes the frame 
is formed of a single hollow column or tube, provided with a hinged 
foot and adjustable screw-head. 
It will be remembered that in the original arrangement the feed- 
nut, which is fitted within a socket, is formed with ratchet-teeth on 
its periphery, and is rotated by a pawl, which is carried on a block 
working in an inclined guideway arranged at the side of the feed- 
box, this pawl being arranged to take into the teeth on the nut. By 
means of this pawl the nut is turned forward at each stroke, thereby 
causing the drill to advance. But as the drill sometimes works at 
a velocity of 500 strokes per minute, the feeding mechanism was sub- 
jected to excessive vibration. To reduce these effects, Mr. McKean 
places at the rear of the feed-nut a cushion of india-rubber, or other 
elastic material, hard enough to operate the drill, but sufficiently yield- 
ing to preventshock. The elastic cushion is interposed between the 
feed-nut and the back nut, which closed the rear of the feed-box. In 
the front face of this nut he turns an annular recess to receive the 
cushion, the size and form of the recess being such that the cushion 
shall be firmly supported, yet have room for slight lateral expan- 
sion. On the rear end of the feed-nut he forms a ring or projection, 
which lies in contact with the face of the cushion, so that at each 
stroke of the drill the latter is compressed between the ring and the 
bottom of the recess. The back nut is kept from turning, and com- 
ing loose in the feed-box by a spring catch, which is fixed outside 
the box, and takes into a notch on the periphery of the nut. The 
threads of the feed-screw are made square at the back, and inclined 
or bevilled on the front surface, and the threads of the nut are of 
corresponding shape—the full strength of the metal is thus secured. 
The drill is formed with a shank extending through the feed-screws. 
Instead of producing the feed by an inclined guideway, he may in- 
crease the thickness of the end of the piston-rod, and form spiral 
grooves therein ; a pawl takes into the notches on the ring, the pawl 
being held in place by a small coiled spring round the supporting arm 
of the ratchet, and the ratchet ring is kept in position by a triangular 
metal plate, while the hollow grooved piston-rod works through it, 
A partial revolution is made at each stroke of the piston. 





MANUFACTURE OF IRON AND STEEL.—The processes heretofore 
devised for the elimination of phosphorus and sulphur from pig-iron 
are based upon the theory of the oxidation of these elements, and the 
| inventionof Mr. D.S. PRICE, of Great George-street, Westminster, con- 
| sulting chemist, has for its object to effect such élimination by the combination 
| of these elements with the alkaline metals, or metals of the alkaline earths, 
For this purpose he takes either the alkaline metals, or such of the oxides and 
carbonates of the same as are suitable for the purpose, or salts thereof, which 
on combustion yields carbonates, and some of the chlorides or mixtures of the 
above-named metals, oxides, and salts. When using the metals he passes them 
by suitable known means into the molten mass of iron, He does not use these 
materials in the equivalent proportions of the elements—that is to say, in the 
proportion of 39 parts of the potassium to every 31 parts of phosphorus in the 
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ment, or to every 16 parts of sulphur, or in like manner 23 parts 
eo oa aforementioned equivalents of phosphorus and sulphur, al- 
though he does not employ less of these elements or proportionate quantities of 
their oxides and salts. These substances he employs either aloneor mixed with 
charcoal, coal dust, pitch, sawdust, or any other suitable carbonaceous matter. 
When this process isemployed in conjunction with that of the so-called Bessemer 
rocess the substances may be driven through or into the molten mass, either 
y means of air or steam, or by streams of non-oxydising or neutral gases, as, 
for ins'ance, carbonic oxide, nitrogen, and hydrobarbon gases. When air or 
steam is used it may be found desirable to use therewith the carbonaccous sub- 
stances above referred to. When the iron is molten ina furnace other than the 
Bessemer, he either drives the oneor other of the above materials or compounds 
into the fluid mass, or causes lumps of the same to be mixed with it, or he runs 
the iron or steel into vessels containing the above-named materlals ; but he does 
not restrict himself to any particular mode of employing the said materials. 





THE BRITISH ASSOCIATION. 


THIRTY-NINTH ANNIVERSARY, AT EXETER, AUGUST, 1869. 
DIARY OF PROCEEDINGS, 


Monday, Aug. 16.—This day was ushered in with slight showers, 
but dry and warin weather has succeeded, promising to be favourable for the 
meet ings aud excursions of the members, of whom a gathering of at least 2000 
is anticipated. By railway, Exeter is 5234 miles from Bristol, 16944 from Bir- 
mingham, and 194 W.8.W. of London. It isa city and district in Devon, and 
a diocese in Devon and Cornwall. From its situation on the Exe, a river rising 
in Exmoor Forest, it early took the name of Caer-Isc, ** the city of the water,” 
allusive to its situation, and likewise to the red colour of its soil. The Saxons 
designated it Exacestre, ‘ the castellated city of Kxe,’’ and hence through suc- 
cessive Changes may be traced its present name of Exeter. Nearly a thousand 
years ago it was seized and possessed by the Danes, until expelled by our intrepid 
King Alfred, both then and upon another invasion of theirs. It is, however, 
especially worthy of notice that Exeter was the birthplace of Sir Thomas Bodley, 
founder of the Bodleian Library, Oxford, and many other eminent personages, 
down to the humbler notability, Johanna Southcote. 

Tuesday, Aug. 17,—Continued fine, open, and rather cool weather for 
this locality at this season of the year, promises well for the convenience and 
comfort of visitors. The places of meeting for the several sections are neces- 
sarily distributed, but every effort has been made to afford full and ample ac- 
commodation. Exeter, however, differs from most places visited by the associa- 
tion, in the absence of manufacturing and other similar establishments, This 
deficiency is partly compensated for by public buildings and many places of in- 
terest. There is the Cathedral, dating from A.D. 1111, the Guildhall, College 
Hall, Rougemont Castle, several fine nursery gardens, and other attractions, 
pointed out in the programme already issued. 

The Excursions will, perhaps, form the most distinguished feature on the 
yresent occasion, from their variety, distance, and character, attended with 
unbounded hospitality on the part of all who undertake to receive each party 
of excurtionists. They commence on Saturday—1l. To Plymouth, Devonport, 
and Stonehouse; and 2. To Gittisham Hill, On Thursday—1. To Torquay; 
2, To the North Coast of Devon ; and 3, To Tauntonand Watchet: and on Friday 
it is proposed to visit Penzance. The great distinguishing feature of Exeter is 
unquestionably its grand old cathedral, and were the British Association only 
gifted with an Archwological Section it would find an ample fund of interest 
even in the western front alone of this magnificent structure, consisting of three 
stories, an elaborate screen basement, with a central door, and a smaller door 
on each side; the second story receding, as does also the third beyond that 
again. The entire front was judiciously restored fifty-two years ago. But phi- 
losophers are seldom antiquarians, 80 we await their coming until to-morrow. 

Wednesday, Aug. 18.—Prof. Stokes delivered his inaugural address 
as President of the Association, in the Victoria Hall. Without attempting to 
furnish an elaborate history of the recent advances in general science, he selected 
from those branches with which he was most familiar some examples of progress 
likely to command the interest of his hearers. He then passed in review the 
various discoveries which had been made in astronomy, chemistry, mechanics, 
In returning to a subject which bad previously occupied the attention of the 
Association—the application of gun-cotton to civil as well as to naval aud 
military purposes—Prof, Stokes remarked that although a great deal had been 
done in this direction, much remained to be accomplished before the two con- 
ditions of safety to the gun, high velocity of projection and uniformity of re- 
sult were satisfactorily combined, He thanked the Government fortheaid which 
had been rendered by the Admiralty in enabling the representatives of the Asso- 
ciation to take ocean soundings at a great depth, and in this part of the address 
he incidentally alluded to the fact that in one of these expeditions animal life 
had been found in considerable variety at a depth of 2460 fathoms, 

Thursday, Aug. 19.—The various sections of the British Associa- 
tion were opened this morning. The most crowded department was that of 
Economic Science and Statistics, in which Sir Stafford Northcote presided. It 
was in this section that Canon Girdlestone read a paper on the maintenance of 
schools in rural districts, He expressed his conviction thatin the course of next 
session a scheme of compulsory education would be sanctioned by the Legisla- 
ture. At the same time he did not believe that it would effect so much good as 
its advocates anticipated, unless efficiently conducted schools were placed within 
the reach of all classes. In none of the departments were the discussions of a 
very animated character, but in that in which Geography is more especially 
considered, Dr. Blanc, one of the late Abyssinian captives, ridiculed with some 
energy the idea of carrying out the proposed canal which is to unite the Upper 
Nile with the Red Sea.

MoTivE-POWER.—The invention of Mr, ROBERT LEGG, of Owen’s- 
row, Clerkenwell, consists in the utilisation of the resistance offered by surfaee 
friction, internal projections, bends, or other obstructions to the free passage of 
steam or fluids through pipes or other passages, and in the application of this re- 
sistance asa fulcrum or abutment for the steam, in order to obtain motive-power 
without the use ofa piston. He accomplishes this purpose by compelling the steam 
to pass through a considerable length of cranked or tortuous passage in its 
way from the generator to the atmosphere or condenser, and by forming this 
passage in coils or folds about an axle, which is thus forced to revolve with a 
power about equal tothe amount of free energy lost by the steam in struggling 
through the passage. By making the passage long enough a very large propor- 
tion of the force of the steam may be utilised, without running the engine at an 
inconvenient speed. 


LIGHTING AND HEATING RAILWAY CARRIAGES.—It is worthy of 
remark that whilst in England one is accustomed to look upon America as the 
country in which invention receives most consideration, so enlightened a State 
as Ohio should havea law which prevents railway carriages being lighted with 
anything but candles; and it would certainly seem that for carriages to leave 
the metals is far more common there than in Europe, as the same law provides 
that, when it is necessary to heat the carriages, it must be arranged that the 
fire shall be at once extinguished ** when the cars are thrown off the track and 
overturned.”’
